Not, certainly, the extreme diſtance from each other which 


renders their intercourſe impofſible ; but rather; the prin- 
ciple of connection which, while it admits of a ſcope for ex- 
ertion, far greater than our inſtruments can ſupply, allows alſo 
the poſſibility, by means of navigation within their power;

derable ſecurity againſt a circumſtance ſo afflitting/ | 
The perſonal ſecurity of the females is an article of fuch 


importance, that we cannot too forcibly inculcate upon you 


a conſtant attention to it, when you are conſidering the pro- 
priety of eſtabliſhing families at the iſlands _— ter men- 
tioned, and pointed out to you as ſtations where, in our opi- 
nion, they may be abe ov laced; and it is our de- 
Ciſive direction that none may be el in any ſituation Where, 
in the opinion of the Miſſionaries already ſettled, there 
would be any probability of their being liable to perſonal 
moleſtation. Rather than incur a riſque of this nature it 
would be far more deſireable to take all the familes to Ota- 
| heite, and place them there, provided the conduct of the

This, 
however, ſhould be determined by the information you re- 
cetve; from the friends already there, whoſe judgment of 
the diſpoſition. of the Chiefs and natives in regard to this

ſidence be entitled to much more regard than any opinions 
we.are Capable of forming here.

_ * Prefuming therefore that this meaſure may be deemed 
adviſeable, there are two other iſlands, forming a part of 
this very numerous group, that appear to us eligible for the 
purpoſe of Miſſionary exertions— One of them is Vavac— 
and the other, one of the Navigator's Iſlands:— the former 
fituated about the midway; and diſtant from each about 
200 miles. A communication beween Tongataboo and the 
more diſtant of theſe has been aſcertained, by means of the 
Pandora's firſt. and ſecond viſit, in one of which a Tonga 
taboo Chief was ſeen at Oteeway or Chatham land, and , 
in the other at Ototuclah, both of them conſiderable iſlands 
14 in the group called Navigator's. Captain Edwards deſcribes 
the natives as honourable in their dealings and inoffenſive in 
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their manners. If, however, our friends continue to enjoy 
the protection and countenanee of the Chiefs, and can rely 
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on their repreſentation, a more ſatisfactory confuſion” ma 
be derived from the information they will be able t . i 
than from the tranſient viſit of Captain Edwards; adtmieting 
then that you ſhould be indueed to attempt the introduction 
of Mithons into theſe places, we ate inclined to ecommend 
that two/ ſingle Brethren be fixed in Vavae, and four in one 
of the Navigator's Iſlands; beſides a Brother at each place 
taken from the former ſettlers at 'Tongataboo;- We need 
not ſtate the neceſſity of our preſent friends being accompa.

Great is the honour and regard, which I entertain for you, Men, Bre- 
thren, 2nd Fathers, the worthy Neo, the Veſtrymen, and other In habitante 
of the Pariſh, to which I have lately been appointed the Lecturer. The ge- 
neral :e{peRability of your charaàcteis, as members of ſociety, ſecures to you 
public efteem 5 while the pious example of many among you, founded on 
Chriſtian principles, ! the cordial affection of all who 1 fear God. 
But that which more peculiarly on the preſent occaſiog demands a due ac- 
knowledgement, is that inſtance of your conduct when, ring ſuperior to vul- 
gar prejudices, and ſincerely wiſhing to glorify God in the advancement both 
of your own ſpiritual welfare, and that of your fellow- itizens, you unani- 
movfly unfolded the doors of your church for Divine worſhip on the even- 
ing of every Lord's Day, and ſome other ſele&t occaſions ;. and alſo thoſe 
of your pews for the accommodation of ſuch extra-pariſhiouers as might 
wiſh to attend the lecture.

. . preſent ſtate of religion. in Parts, and other parts of France, 
1 wel as in the Netherlands — 
We are not able to give a full and ſatisfactory account 
on this ſubject, as we have no intimate acquaintance at Pa- 
ris, or in other parts of interior France. Only from our 
Kends and brethren in that country, which was formerly 
called Alſace, and in Montpeillard, we know for certain, that 
there are, here and there, among the Roman Catholics, but 
chiefly among the Proteſtants of thoſe parts, many wor- 
fhippers of God in ſpirit and in truth, and living members 
of the body of Chriſt, Of theſe, there are alſo ſome faith- 
ful miniſters in towns and villages, who are not aſhamed of 
the goſpel of falvation, and who are alſo allowed to enjoy 
the pleaſure of ſeeing their work to be not in vain in the 
Lord. Two of them are particularly remarkable. 85 
One is a venerable old man, upwards of 90 years of age, 
of the appearance of a Patriarch, who, in that advanced 
period is {till ſo vigorous and active, that he writes letters 
and treatiſes full of the anointing Spirit. 'The heart of Las .

All that we can ſay in general of the religious ſtate of 
France, is this; that, by all accounts, the corruption of re- 
ligion and of morality in moſt places of this large country is 
great indeed. And this was naturally to be expected. Not 


to mention other cauſes, it appears, from a recent calcula- 


tion, that 28000 clergymen have emigrated from France. 
There were amongſt them undoubtedly; many bad and 


ſuperfluous ſenſualiſts; but at the ſame time it is to be la- 
mented, that many towns, and particularly village-congre- 
gations, have no religious inſtruction at all; and are, in a 


literal ſenſe, flocks without a ſhepherd». For thofe Clergy- 
men that have taken the oath, have loſt the confidence of 


the people; and thoſe that will not take the oath, are not 
tolerated. Add to this, that Government endeavours to 5 


aboliſh, more and more, the Sunday and Chriſtian feſtivals, 


and to introduce the celebration of the Decadi. They 


have not, however, ſucceeded in this; and many celebrate 
the Chriſtian feſtivals with a ſtill greater zeal than before. 


According to the newſpapers in the year 1797, even at 


Paris, the memorial days of the ſuffering, death, and reſur- 


rection of our Lord and Saviour, were celebrated; with a 
ſtriking conflux and devotion of the people; the temples of 
reaſon being empty, and the Chriſtian churches quite full. 
We muſt, however, adore the holy and righteous Judge: 


ments of the Lord, who has given, by this revelation, -a - 
fatal blow to Popery, to the Hierarchy, to ſuperſtition, and 
to the vain ceremonial worſhip; although it is grievous to ob- 


ſerve, that infidelity, fill more terrible in its effects, has 


powerfully raiſed itſelf upon the ruins of ſuperſtition ;' and 


that with the-droſs alſo the pure gold has moſtly been 
thrown away. The reign of unbelief, however, will not 


laſt long.

This firſt example of Divine compaſſion bas. been the 
. Inyatiable rule of all bis conduct to the Church in every 
age. How often did Iſrael prove alternately his chaſtizing 

ſtrokes, and the pity of his tender heart? Their whole hif- 

tory is an eminent diſplay, of judgment and mercy. In 
Egypt, in Babylon, and indeed from their firft calling, ta 
their final diſperſion, we ſee the variations of Providence 
towards them, exhibiting at-once, God's diſpleaſure againft 
in, and how ready he was to forgive, and to removehis 
_ ſtrokes: when they humbled themſelves under his mighty 
hand. Many times did he deliver them; but they pro- 
voked him with their counſel, and were brought low for 
their iniquity. Nevertheleſs, he regarded their affliction 

_ when he heard their cry; and he remembered for them his 
covenant, and repented according to the multitude of his 
tender mercies. Their ſins were many and provoking. 
How often did they act in direct Lone Aion to his poſi- 

tive commands! How diſcontented, how fickle and falſe 

Is it not ſurpriſing that they are not entirely cut off? That 

one judgment does not overtake another till wrath is come 
upon them to the uttermoſt? Hear the reaſon why this was 
not the caſe: He being full of compaſhon, forgave their 
iniquity, and deſtroyed them not; yea, many a time turned 
he his anger away, and did not ſtir up all his wrath.”

Like the father of the 
prodigal, he ſees tlie rebel come, whoſe whole life has 
been a ſcene of th&moſt complicated wickedneſs; but now” 
that he repents of his folly, acknowledging that he Has fin- 
ned againſt Heaven and in his fight; the Lord has pity on 
him, receives him graciouſly, and loves him freely Let 
the wicked forſake his ways, and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts, andi return tu the Lord; who will have merey upon” 
him, and to our God, Who will abundantly pardon.“ The N 
tranſgreſſor himſelf does not expect ſuch kind treatment. 
He knows what his life has been, and his fears of deſerved 
wrath run very high, and fill him with dreadful apprehben- 
ſions. Like the aſtoniſned King af Babylon his knees 
{mite one againſt another, and thie joints of His loins are 
looſed. The arrows of the Almighty ſtick faſt within 
him, and his-moiſtdre is turned into the drought” of Sum- 
mer.” But what ſhall he do? Where ſhall he go for relief? 
Behold the penitent on his knees. When the ſtate of his 
mind can get vent, through the burden which lies upon his 
toul, he ſpreads his fore diſtreſs before the Lord. Sighs

ON Sabhath-day, in the morning, Sept. 22, 1798, died Mrs. Snh 


Birks, relict of the late Mr. Joſhua Birks af Staveley, Derbyſhire, in the 
65th year of her age.

would ſometimes occaſion anxious fears in the breaſt of 
this good man; but that God who ſent his ravens to feed 
Elija 1, always ſent ſeaſonable ſupplies: Conſcious that He, 
nr the bounds of our habitation, had placed him 
1ere as a watchman for ſouls, he never ſought or deſired 
any other fituation; and the reſignation and ſubmiſſion of 
His mind was great. In one of his letters to his friends, he 
ys, „If poverty, afflictions, and diſtreſs, overtake me, 
welcome, O my foul, all theſe things, for my heavenly Fa- 
ther knoweth what I want. 
Mr. Hs miniſterial gifts were far from contemptible : 
he was a ſcribe well inſtructed in the great myſteries of the 
kingdom of Heaven, a workman. that needed not to be 
aſhamed, rightly dividing the word of truth. The ſubject- 


matter of his preaching was Evangelical and weighty ; his | 


diſcourſes: were remarkable for chriſtian fimplicity ; and his 
miniſtrations were attended with a divine bleſſing to the 
fouls of many-of his hearers. Several diſtant congrega- 
tions courted his occaſional labours, and ſtill mention his 
name with the greateſt affection and reſpect.

In many pariſhes the ordinance is adminiſtered but once in the year, and 
in very few; if any at all, more than twite. The deſign of the author of 
the letters before us, is to urge on the conſciences of his brethren the duty.

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THOUGHTS ON THE INCOME BILL. 
| To the Editor, © > 1 

"PHE minds of men have lately been much ogchpi 
about an act of Parliament, whereby every perion 

poſſeſſed of property is required to contribute a certain por- 
tion of it for the exigencies of the State. As ſelf-intereſt is 
ſo much concerned in determining what proportion. ought 
to be paid, this act has been ſtudied with unuſual care; ſo. 
that I\queſtion whether it has not employed male of the 
time of {ome of your readers for ſeveral weeks paſt than the 
Bible itſelf. As you, Sir, in the conduct of this Magazine, 
have hitherto wiſely refrained from political diſquiſitions, I 
ſhall offer but one remark upon this act, which, being 
cCouched in the words of ſcripture, will offend no ſerious 
reader, Render, therefore, to Cæſar, the things which are 
Cz/ar's, aud to God, the things which are G s. 
Ihe conſideration, of the Income Bill has led my mind 
into a train of thought which has been profitable to myſelf, 
and may perhaps be uſeful to others. The dgmands of the 
Britiſh Government for the ſupport of the war, have occa- 
fioned ſome reflections on an A# of Heaven, in ſome re- 
ſpects ſimilar : It is included in that general ſtatute, Thou 
hal love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, &c. By this 
ſtatute it is enacted, that all che true, loyal,, and faithful

LETTER ON SELF-POSSESSION IN PREACHING. 
0 A STUDENT OF HOXTON ACADEMY... 


V dear Friend, Ne din Feb. 7, 1799. 
II is long fince you expreſſed a with. that I ſhould com- 
municate ſome thoughts on the beſt means of attaining 
Jelf-poſſeſfon'in your public exerciſe as a preacher! 1 am 
truly forry I could nat earlier _— with your requeſt ; 
eſpecially, .as you ſay you ſo much need advice on this 
head, from what you ſuffer by its reverſe.” Your complaints 
are not ſingular. There are many who, when engaged in 
the ſervice of the ſanctuary, are ſo diſcompoſed, and agitat- 
ed as to loſe their recollection, and with great difficulty 
avoid the odium generally attached to the ' difability of 
finiſhing minifterial obligations. Of all the a feelings 
to which. the minds of good men are liable,* theſe are the 
moſt to be deprecated. Few, if pay are wholly exempt; but 
ſome are ſufferers above the reſt. They go to the pulpit 
as to a place of ignominy, and deſcend from it like men 
juſt eſcaped ſome imminent danger. If you trace this diſtreſs 
up to its various cauſes, you will find in it much of the 
infulneſs and weakneſs of human nature. Natural diffidence, 
a nervous habit as it is called, a ſenſe of the greatneſs of 
our truſt, of inſufficiency for it, and the dread of failing to 
accompliſh its important objects, may, in ſome inſtances, 
concur to diſturb and oppreſs our minds; but this unhappy 
ſtate is more frequently the offspring of a proud ſolicitude 
to acquit ourſelves with applauſe; and the daſtardly fear of 
ſeverity in hearers of ſuperior wiſdom or conceit, eſpecially 
our preaching hearers, I have often known the appearance 
of one man in a place of worſhip damp all the vivacity of 
. a preacher, and involve his audience in the greateſt anxiety 
for the iſſue of confuſion he had no power of .concealing. 
As the ſervants'of Jeſus our work ſhould 'be our pleaſure, 
our glory. We ought to engage in it, not only withaut re- 
Iuctance, but as men endowed with the higheſt hanours - 
of which mortality is capable; as men expecting, in a ſenſe 
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peculiar to their character, to ſhine as the ſtars for ever in 
church above. Not to be diſcompoſed by, any circumſtance + 


of caſual diſorder in our aſſemblies, not to be awed by ſu- 


periority, not to be daunted by appearances of prejudice ane 

enmity; but with readineſs to improve ſudden occurrences, 

and in a word, to maintain dominion over all that is pre- 
ſumptuous on the one hand, or ſlaviſh on the other; this is 


elfe poſſeſſion. And as you conſider the attainment of it ſo 
important to your uſefulneſs and happineſs, I intreat your 
devout "attention to the ſubſequent rules, . which I drew up 
for my own uſe, and in the application of which, I have 
reaped ſome conſiderable advantages. 


Much muſt neceſſarily depend upon a proper choice- of 


ſubjetts. To be happy in the Work of the miniſtry we 
ſhould beware of texts requiring an extent of comprehen- 
ſion, and a critical accuracy of diſcuſſion, to which we are 


not adequate. Young preachers ſhould be particularly at- 


tentive to this rule; and not begin their courſe, as it is too 
common, with the Songs of Solomon, and the Revelations |

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Whatever doctrine may become the ſubject of our pulpit 


diſcuſhons, we muſt ſatis/3- ourſelves. that we enter into the 
ſpirit of its Meaning, that we clearly ſee the various parts of © 
which it is compoſed, its connection, dependences and applica- 


tion. How ſaould we poſſeſs ourſelves in preaching, when 


we are uncertain whether the foundation we lay is ſuffi- 

cient to ſupport the ſuperſtructure we deſign to raiſe / 
In the commercial world, men become confident as they 
grow rich. So it is in our holy calling. As by reading, and 


ſtudy, and prayer, we increaſe our literary and theological 
qualifications; as we accumulate mental and devotional 
treaſures, we ſhall rife ſuperior to fear and. anxiety. 


The judicious collection and arrangement of materials for 


the ſpiritual building demand unremitted-exertion and:care. 


It is not enough that we are well furniſhed, our furniture 


muſt. be ſet in order. Becauſe the preacher was wiſe, he

Dr. P. of Bramtree; Eſſex, deſcended from anceſtors of no ſmall emi- 
nence. He had enjoyed the advantage of a liberal education —prac- 
tiſed medicine for a conſiderable number of years, with great reputation; 
and long ſupported a character for ſterling ſenſe and genuine religion. 
For ſeveral years he had been prepoſſeſſed with the idea that he ſhould die 
ſuddenly ; and for ſome months, the words of the Lord to Hezekiah were 
much upon his mind, „ Set thine houſe in order, for thou ſhalt die, and 
not live.” The book of God was his daily companion. He took great 

delight in converſing on the doctrines of grace; and particularly, as th 
diſplay the glories of the perſon and work of Jeſus Chriſt. Jeſus Chriſt, . 
to kim, was the chiefeſt among ten thouſand, and altogether lovely. His 
knowledge of the Scriptures was very conſiderable, and his converſation 
exceedingly inſtructive. He was a diligent attendant on public worſhip, 
and was ever willing to exert himſelf to the utmoſt of his ability, to ſup- 
port the cauſe of his beloved Maſter. 1 

And, although his afliftions were uncommonly great and complicated, 
ſo that, at length, like poor Job, he was almoſt ſtripped of every earthly 
comfort, he was never heard ro murmur. He would often ſay, The 
will of the Lord be done. Though he flay me, yet will I truſt in him. 
He knows what is beſt, and in his own time will deliver. Bleſſed be his 
name, there is a reſt that remains for his people: he leads them by the 
right way; and though rough and thorny, it is a ſafe way, becauſe it is 
the way which he hath appointed.” 3 

Agreeably to the advice of the excellent Apoſtle; he was not overcome 

of evil, but overcame evil with good. Though ever ſo greatly injured by 
his enemies, he took pleaſure in doing them acts of kindneſs—uniformly 
diſcovered a tender concern for their beſt intereſts, arid was earneſt at the 
throne of grace that they might be convinced of the error of their ways; 
tor, that they knew not what they did. He would often ſay, © Thanks 
be to the Divine Being, we ſhall not be judged. by man's judgment, but 
our Saviour will be our judge.” | 

For ſeveral weeks previous to his departure, he was much employed in 
5 and meditation, and expreſſed an ardent deſire for the return of Sab- 

aths. And though, at other ſeaſons, his mind was much encumbered 
with the concerns of the world, he would frequently ſay, © Bleſſed be God, 
he keeps all theſe things from me when I go to his houle.”” 

A few days before his ſeizure, he happened to be exceeding low; and 
being aſked, what might be the cauſe of his dejection ? he replied, with 
great warmth, “ Bleffed be the Lord, I am not low; but, I think, my 
time is at hand. The Lord prepare me for my great change, if it be his 

holy will, and grant me the witneſs of his Spirit that T am his! and then, 

to die will be gain indeed!“ | 

On the zoth of June laſt, he appeared to be as healthy as he had been 
for a conſiderable time, In the afternoon, while reading the fiftieth chap- 
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the firſt day of May.

THE Evangelical Magazine is a very entertaining, and, I think, uſe - 
ful publication.—I hope you will be fo good as to continue to ſend it to 
me; and I am truly ſqrry I cannot make you the ſuitable return, by tranſ- 
 mitting more numbers of the work which was begun under a ſimilar title 
in this country; but at preſent that work is at a ſtand. | 2 
The Sermons before the Miſſionary Society, and the Sermon and Charge 
at the deſignation of the Miſſionaries, have given me pleaſure in the pe- 
ruſal: and to this pleaſute it is a conſiderable addition, that I am able to 
ſend you a ſermon (by Mr, Maſon) on a fimilar occaſion, from this fide of 
the Atlantic; and, as far as I am capable of judging, not inferior in ex- 
cellence to any I have ſeen on the ſubject. The conſtitution of the New 
Vork Miſſionary Society I alſoencloſe. In this city we are juſt about organ- 
izing one on much the ſame plan: ſo that you pereeive that your Societies 
have done good by the influence of their example, as well as by the direct 
exertions to ſpread the Goſpel which they have originated. By your zeal 
we have undoubtedly been ſtirred up, and I hope that the ſpirit which has 
gone forth will extend far and wide. | 5 
x | — Dec. 5th, 1798. 
ALAS! who can tell whether the work he has begun ſhall ever be ccm- 
pleted! I had written as above, when that awful ſcourge of our devoted 
city—the yellow fever—again made its appearance among us, and abſorbed 
all other conſiderations in a ſolicitude which it produced for the preſerva- 
tion of life. T went with my family to the country, and there remained 
till the firſt day of the laſt month. During the prevalence of the peſtilence 
here in 1797, I was deſirous to try the effect of 2 zealous declaration of the 
truths of the Goſpel, in circumſtances which made every individual feel 
the uncertainty of life. I accordingly kept my church open through the 
whole of it; and being favoured with uncommonly comfortable views of 
divine truth myſelf, which ſeemed to raiſe me above the fear of death or 
diſeaſe, I perſiſted, in oppoſition to the entreaties of my friends, to preach 
three times a week, during the whole time the diſeaſe prevailed in the city. 
But ] ſaw no permanent, or at leaſt no remarkable, fruits of my labour. 
On the contrary, it appeared evident that though the people were ſomewhat 
affected under the diſcourſes I delivered, yet their feelings were tranſient, 
and left no abiding impretticns on their hearts. So true, in experience, is 
it, that nothing but the Spirit of God will ever diſpoſe the human mind 
to turn from {in to holine{-. The people indeed to whom I preached were 
a medley of all denomin:tions and deſcriptions for three fourths of my 
own charge had fled from the city; and as there was no Engliſh church 
open except my own, and one of the Weltlear. Methodiſts, they flocked 
to me from all quarters. This year I determined to leave the city alſo : 
and after continuing to p each till, out of 500 families, of which my con- 
Sregation 1s compoſed, not more than 50 individuals remained, I went to 
Princeton with my family, and there continued till the beginning of No- 
vember laſt, In 1793, both Mrs. Green and mylelt had an attack of this 
dreadful} diſeaſe ; but ſince that time none of my tamily (bleſſed be God) 
has been viſited with it. Philadelphia, and md: ed all our maritime cities 
and towns, are threatened with ruin from this fearful malady. In a range 
of ſea coaſt of more than 400 miles to the north-eaſt of this place, not one 
ſea- port has this year wholly eſcaped, at leait not one town of conſiderable

importance. While the Sovereign of the Univerſe is chaſtiſing other coun.

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MEMOIR OF THE LATE REV. JOHN GRIFFITH. | | 


TR. GRIFEITH,-the-ſubjet of this Memoir, was born 
at London, in 1714, of parents of ſome! reſpeQabi-- 
lity, though not elevated in the world. His father was pro- 


feſſedly a churchman; but his mother was a Proteſtant Diſ- 


ſenter, and a member of the Chriſtian Society, unde ine 
8 paſtors care of the late celebrated Mr. Thomas Bradbury. 


Mrs. Griffith took every method in her power to bring up 
her ſon in the fear, nurture, and admonition of the Lord: 


but to him, all religious exerciſes were a great hurthen, 
and the diſcipline ſhe found neceſſary to make uſe of, 


was conſidered hy him as a want af tenderneſs of heart. 


While yet a boy, he was frequently in danger of being 
drowned. Five or ſix times did the Lord preſerve him from 
a watery death. At twelve years old, he loſt his pious mo- 
ther, which loſs was the more felt, as his father was too 
little attentive to him in à religious view. At a proper age, 

Mr. G. (like many others who are afterwards called to the 
miniſtry) was bound apprentice to a handicraft buſineſs, in 
a family were there was no real religion. Before he had 
ſerved fix years, his maſter died, and the, remainder of his 
time was ſoon after | quay Mr. G., now wholly un- 
controlled, gave himſelf up to every youthful folly, even 
upon the Lord's day ; and gaming and dancing were his-

The difcourfe ſeemed ſuitable to his conditiqn; but after 
the worthip was over, hearing ſome of the congregation 
mention their attending the miniſtry of certain diſſenting 
miniſters, this quite diſguſted him; as he gloried in being 
a churchman, and even deſpiſed and hated the Diſſent- 
ers. Mr. G. therefore adhered to the-eſtabliſhinent ; but 
his convictions increaſed; and he found the want of ſome- 
thing which the preaching he attended, did not ſet before

Ine church meeting in Butt Lane, Deptford, being at this 
time in diſtrefs, as the Lord had laid his hand upon their 
miniſter, | applied to him for aſſiſtance, and would take no 
denial. Accordingly he preached to them with great ac- 


ceptance, though at the firſt with much trembling : and 


after ward, Mr. Lee their paſtor, being called away, Mr. G. 


was invited to help them in their widowhood ſtate, which 
he did, until the church he belonged to, being in a ſimilar 
fituation, claimed a prior right to him. His fears now in- 


creaſed, knowing that a prophet is not uſually acceptable 
in his own country, and among his acquaintance : But the 
Lord was better to him than his fears; and for four months 
he preached to them one part of the day, and then was in- 


vited to labour probationally among them for three months 
longer. This was followed by a call to the paſtoral office, 


which he was encouraged to accept, by hearing that his 
miniſtry had been made profitable to many ſouls. On the 
30th October, 1754, he was accordingly ſet apart by the 
Church themſelves, which they ſuppoſed to be moſt agree- 
able to the Scripture. For ſome time Mr. G. and the church 
walked comfortably together, and many were added to. 
their ſociety. But Satan envied them, and ſent a thorn in 


the fleſh to try them. A Mr. D. was deſired to preach a

About the year 1771 or 1772, this Meeting-houſe being 
very old and out of repair, it was thought adviſeable to 


build a new'one in Michell Street, behind St: Luke's church, 
Old Street, which is now occupied by Mr. Powell. Ta 


this building Mr. G. himſelf gave liberally, and was indefa- 


tigable in procuring ſubſcriptions among his friends. The 
congregation, however, evidently declined in conſequence 
of the removal, and about the year 1777, Mr. G. accepted 
a call to Coventry, where he continned but a few years. 
From thence he removed to Bridgeſtock, in Northampton- 
_ ſhire, and there laboured among a poor, but pious congre- 
gation for ſeveral years; and it appears, had ſome fouls 
given him for his hire. But as it now pleaſed God to take 
his laſt wife from him, and he was more than ſeventy 
years of age, he was now defirous to return to his native 


city; and perhaps through a depreſſion of ſpirits, rather 
than abſolute incapacity, he wiſhed to retire from his, 
otherwiſe, delightful work of roy a free and finiſhed. 


Redemption. He therefore came to the Metropolis about 
the year 1788, and for the moſt part lived in retirement, 
-preaching occafionally in London. Latterly, however, he 
could not be perſuaded to exerciſe, as he complained that 
his memory failed him; ſome of his laſt ſermons were de- 
Jivered at Mr. Wall's Meeting Houſe, on the Pavement, 
Moorfields, where he uſually attended and communed, af- 
ter his return to London. 

In this latter part of his life, though laid by from ſanctu- 
ary ſervice, the Lord was pleaied to indulge him with a 
bleſſed nearneſs to himſelf. He uſed often to ſay, © I am 
2 happy man. I have at times ſuch delightful views of the 


glory of the heavenly world, and of my beloved Jeſus ;' 


what he is to me, and what I am in im; together with ſuch 


love to him and longing to be with him, that I am obliged 


to cry out, Lord ſtop thine hand, I am ſo full I can hold 
no more.“ Thus happy was Mr. G; yet, like his brethren 
in the Lord, he was not without his weaknefles nor his 
| ſpots; but they were the ſpots of God's children, and of 
ſuch too, as are kept from outwardly backſliding, ſo as to 


diſhonour their profeſſion.

atrem) and believed ber to interpoſe in the affairs of 
men, and to viſit nations; that to her, within a ſacred grove, 
in a certain iſland, of the ocean, a vehicle, covered with a 
veſtment, was conſecrated, and + alletued to be touched by the | 
prieſi alone, who perceived when the goddeſs entered into 
this her /ecret place (penetrali) and with profound venera- 
tion attended her vehicle, which was drawn by þ;cows. 
While the goddeſs was on her progreſs, days of rejoicing 
were kept in every place which the; vouchſafed to viſit. 
They engaged in no war, they meddled not with arms, they 
locked up their weapons; peace and quietneſs only were 
then known, . theſe only reliſhed, till the ſame prieſt re- 
conducted the goddeſs, ſatiated with the converſation of 
mortals, to her temple.

Four 
poles or flicks came out from twa fades of this globe, at the 
ends of which ſerpents heads were carved, the whole mak+ 
ing a litter, Which the prieſts carried on their ſhoulders 
whenever the idol was. ſhewed in public. (Picart's Gere- 
monies and Religious Cuſtoms, 25 o ü. . 466. f 5 \#* 
In Lieutenant Cooke's voyage round the world, publiſh. 
ed by Dr. Hawkſworth, (vol. 2. p. 252,) we find that the 
inhabitants of Hua leine, one of the iſlands lately diſcovered 
in the South Sea, had * a kind of ch or ark,. the lid of 
which was nicely ſewed on, and thatched very neatly with

AITH in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt is a grace of the Holy 

T Spirit, by which we credit the truth, excellence and 
importance of the goſpel teſtimony concerning his perſon, 
offices, character and fulneſs, ſo as to be ſuitably affected 
by them in our views, tempers and conduct. This defini- 
tion comprehends its general nature, in which it agrees 
with all other divine virtues; and its peculiar character, by 

which it may be known and diltinguiled from them,

As to its general nature, it is a grace of the Holy Spirit. 
This intimates to us that it is not an act or ſentiment of the 
mind grounded on natural principles. Men, yea all men, 
divine influences apart, are indeed in a miſerable and help- 
leſs ſtate. Jehovah ſpeaks to them in his word, and ſolicits 
the moſt cloſe and ſerious attention. But alas! They 
are like the deaf adder that toppeth her ear, and will not 
hearken to the voice of charmers, charming never ſo wiſe- 
ly.“ The truth is, they have a real heart diſaffection to his 
overnment and the overtures of his grace. As nothing 
| but poiſon can be expected from mere poiſon, ſo nothing 
but depravity can be expected from mere depravity. This 
is agreeable to our Lord's maxim, * A corrupt tree cannot 
bring forth good fruit.” But that faith of which we treat 
is a fruit of the Holy Spirit, the author of all grace. Hence 
it is ſtiled the faith of God's ele&;”* and * the faith of 
the operation of God.” f This gives us an exalted idea of 
its origin; it deſcends from heaven, and it carries the foul

Having conſidered its general nature, let us attend to its 
peculiar character. What office does it perform in relation 
to the Redeemer? It believes the goſpel teſtimony concern - 
ing him. When faith is imparted, the mental eye is open- 
ed, and the truth revealed in ſo clear a manner as to pro- 
duce correſpondent conviction in the underſtanding. Every 
doubt is removed, and the ſoul is ſatisfied. It is convinced 
that Jeſus is the Chriſt, the Son of the living Gad, and that 
he hath perfected the work of redemption. As the eye 
diſcerns corporeal objects, faith diſcerns thoſe which are 
ſpiritual. Hence the Apoſtle Paul, who was well acquaint- 
ed with the ſubject in all its aſpects and bearings, uſes this 
language reſpecting it: Faith is the ſubſtance of thing 
hoped for, the evidence of things not ſeen.“ - ag 
Here I would make the following obſexvatian. Though 
all the graces of the Holy Spirit exiſt together, and have a 
cloſe and indiſſoluble connection with each other, they 
ſhould never be confounded. Where faith is, there are 
hope and love; but at the ſame time we may- affirm that 
faith is not hope, nor hope love. On the contrary, each 
hath a diſtin& place, uſe and deſign in the goſpel ſyſtem. 
This may be illuſtrated by referring the reader to the pro- 
miſes of God, and ſhewing what relation each of the graces 
bears to them.

TH deſign of this treatiſe, if we tighyly comprehend it, is to diſcuſs. va- 
rious important points advanced in Mr. RooTH's Glad Tidings to 
periſhing Sinners, We are happy in perceiving that both theſe reſpectable 
writers agree, as to the compleat «tarrant which every finner who hears 
the goſpel has to believe in Chriſt for the ſalvation of his ſoul, antecedent 
to all holy qualifications or diſpoſitions whatever; a truth which leaves all 
unbelievers without excuſe, points out the way of peace to awakened ſin- 
ners, and affords a plain direction to goſpel miniſters to mne their au- 
This important truth, though plentifully taught in the Holy geriptures, 
and generally, if not univerſally, embraced by the Reformers, Puritans, and 
Nonconformiſts, has been much oppoſed in the prefent century. Thoſe 
writers who have laboured to ſet aſide the goſpel offer, as inconſiſtent with

the doctrines of grace, have with it explained away the free invitations-of 


the goſpel, as they reſpect the unregenerate : conſidering them as addreſſed 
only to ſinners made Krol of their fin, and thirſting after ſpiritual bleſ- 
ſings; and contending that no other deſcriptions of men have any warrant 
to embrace them. Fhis notion Mr. B. has fucceſsfully combatted, prov- 
ing, we apprehend, beyond all juſt contradiction, that the invitations of the 
goſpel are addreſſed to ſinners as ſinners. . 

Tbere are ſeveral important particulars, however, in which Mr. B. 
and Mr. S. diſagree, and which are well worthy the attention of thoſe who 
wiſh for clear and accurate views of evangelical truth. Mr. B. is partial 
to the term evarrant, and ſeems to have ſtudiouſly kept the idea of obli- 
gation out of fight. Mr. S. on the other hand, undertakes to prove that 
faith in Chriſt is the duty of all who hear the goſpel, and obſetves, that no 


warrant ſeems to be required for obedience to a plain commandment. 


Conſidering faith, however, as implying an all- important benefit, he ad- 
mits the propriety of the enquiry, what warrant a ſinner has for expecting 
it from his offended God? In this view, he &bſerves The term warrant 
ſegnifies a ground of encouragement, authorizing an application, and giv- 
ing ſufficient reaſon to expect ſucceſs ; inſomuch that he who applies in 
the preſcribed manner cannot be rejected conſiſtently with the truth of the 
Holy Scriptures.””* Such a ground of encouragement, Mr. S. allows to 
exit in the word of God, irreſpective of all holy diſpoſitions whatever. 

But Mr. B. not only denies the neceſſity of a change of heart to war- 
rant our believing, but explodes the idea of its being neceffary to the act 
of believing itſelf ; or, as he defines it, of relying on Chriſt for ſalvation 
contending alſo, that prior to his juſtification, the ſinner performs no good 
act, but is an enemy to God, Mr. S. takes the oppolite ground, main-

THE text on which this diſcourſe is founded is taken from Titus iii. 
1. Put them in mind to be ſubje& to principalities and powers, to obey 
magiſtrates, to be ready to every good worx. After premifing, 1. that 
the terms principalities, powers, ind magiſtrates are of a general nature, 

and apply to every form of civil government; and 2. that there ſeems to

laſt initiated into their unprincipled order, he out. ſtiĩpped them all in his 
enmity againſt the Bible, and the contempt in which he held the glorious 
Founder of the Chriſtian religion. In this little circle of prophane fiqners, 
we ſee an exact fulfilment of that awful prediction of the apoſtle, ©<* There 
ſhall come in the laſt days ſceffers, walking after their own luſts, and ſay- 
ing, where is the promiſe of his coming? for ſince the fathers fell aſleep, 
. continue as they were from the beginning of he *

After a while it pleaſed the Lord to lay his hand. upon him in affliction 3 
"his bodily health declined gradua-iy, and though at intervals he ſeemed 
ſomewhat better, yet-it was evid:nt, the time of his diſſolution was not 
very diſtant ; for 5 time he appeared indifferent to the ſtate of his ſou!, 
An old companion of his, hom the Lord had called by grace, went to 
viſit him, and talked with him very ferioufly and faithfully concerning 
| His ſtate, and the awfuineſs of death and eternity ;. but it dic not ſeem to 
make any abiding imprefſion ; be could not bear to hear any thing about 
| Jeſus Chriſt, and uſe:t to ſay if any thing was to be done, it muſt be done 
by ourſelves, and not by any one elſe ſor us. He would ſeldom or never 
look into the New Teit:iment, becauſe it ſpoke ſo much of Chriſt ; for it 
was a fixed opinion with him, that there was no need of ſuch a Saviour. 
The only th ng that for ſometime affected his hard heart was, thinking up- 
on one of his eld companions in infidelity and fin, who had been cut off in 
the midſtof his in*quity, withont any apparent evidences cf a change. This 
not only ſhook his falſe conſidence and peace, but would often produce ſtrong 
ſymptoms of alarm and diitrets, 5 : eee 3 
He uſed frequently now to read the Old Teſtament Scriptures, in doing 
which, he was one day led to the xviith chapter of Jeremiah, when he came 
to the following words, „ The heart is deceitful above all things, and 
deſperately wicked; who can know it? I the Lord ſearch the heart, I 
try the reins, even to give every man according to his ways, and accord- | 
ang 10 the fruit of his doings. ver. 9, 10. Hie pauſed, he read them 
again and again, and the more he read them, the more he was ttruck with 
them, and began to feel, in a ſtrong and impreſſive manner, the truth and 
awfulnels of the de ctrine contained in them. He felt their application to 
himſelf, and they brought npon him that conviction of fin which was 
never after totally eraſed from his mind. He now ſaw the exceeding ſin- 
tulneſs of ſim, and his conſcience was hardened-with guilt in a degree 
truly d'ſtrefling. All his former fins ſtared him in the face: the great 
aggravstions which had attended his denial of, and awful revilings of 


Chriſt and his goſpel, pierced hits, to the heart, and be began to think * 
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ne had gent beyond, the reach of God's grace and mercy. The fear of 
death — iarly ſtrong, and for near à month he laboured under tbe 
moſt acute and tormenting ſenſations of guilt, lamenting over himſelf as 
the moſt wretched and guilty of all the human race, and humbly and 
earnefily imploring the divine forgivenels z for he was now brought clear · 
ly to ſee, and powerfully to feel, that he could not do any thing to fave him- 
K, or procure the remiſſion of his ſins; but that it was all to be received 
from the grace of God manifeſted in Jeſus Chriſt, whoſe blood and righte- 
ouſneſs were become the only foundation of his hope. 15 
The writer of this article can truly ſay, that he never ſaw more evident 
marks of a truly. godly forrow than in this perſon: the terms in which he 
ſpoke of himſelf were of the moſt abaſing and humiliating kind, united 
with ſtrong and lively expreſſions of his hatred of all fin; even the fin of 
the heart. The ability and ſuitableneſs of Jeſus Chriſt as a Saviour, and 
his willingneſs to receive poor returning prodigals was repreſented to him 5 
by many ſerious perſons, who thought it both a duty and privilege to vifit 85 
him; but he found very little comfort and peace in his mind, until the 5 
Lord was pleaſed to {et home, with divine power upon his heart, the two | | 
following paſſages of Iſa. liii. whi]ft he was reading that chapter: © The 
Lord hath laid upon him the iniquity of us all:“ — And, “ he bare the ſin 
of many.” v. 6. 12. His enmity againſt Jeſus was now all ſlain; in 
him he ſaw the finner's ſurety and ſacrifice, and from him he was enabled + , 
to draw abundant joy and peace by believing. 
All who now vilited him, both miniſters and others, perceived the hea- 
venly change which the Lord had graciouſly wrought in his experience; and 
whether he ſpuke of himſelf, as a poor miſerable felf-condemned finner, of 
Jeſus Chiiſt as the Saviour of ſuch, or of thoſe parts of the holy ſerip- 
tures: which he had laſt read, there was a ſavour in his converſation. 
which was equally pleaſing and edifying. His growth in the knowledge, 
experience, and enjoyn ent of the truth, was viſible to all who viſited him, 
and his mind was, in general, comfortable, under a belief that the Lord 
had locked upon him in mercy, as he did upon the dying thief who had 
reviled him; yet there were times when darkneſs and guilt occaſioned him 
much dutreſs. 3 * 4 | 3 
He was truly jealous over himſelf with a godly jealouſy, left he ſhould, 
after all, be only a hypocrite ; and left his repentance and ſorrow for fin 
ſhould only have ariſen from ſervile fear, and not from a real change of 
heart, He wovld often enquire after the beſt evidences of a gracious ſtate, 
and uſed to ſay, that there was nothing for which he prayed more earneſtly, 
than that the Lord would not ſuffer hun to deceive himſelf. In one viſit 
which the writer paid him, he mentioned his having been in very great” 
darkneſs and diſtreſs of toul, and that his conflia with the great Tempter 
had been uncommonly ſevere, having been tempted by him to call every 
thing in queſtion; adding, that none could conceive the dreadful and dit- 
treſling ſtate of his mind for the ſpace of twenty-four hours. But the 
Lord ſtrengthened and ſupported him, and gave him deliverance through 
the means of the following ſcripture : © Thus ſaith thy Lord, the Lord, Þ 
and thy God, that pleadeth the cauſe of his people, behold I have token "1 
out of thy hand the cup of trembling, even the dregs of the cup of my 95 
fury, thou ſhalt no more drink it again.“ Iſa. li. 22. From this time, be 
was in general favoured with a calm and happy frame of mind: but it is 
worthy of notice, that his happieſt days were intermingled with much 
ſhame, humility, and remorſe.

His expreſſions of love to Chriſt, his word, and people wet uently 
{ z his patience. and ſubmiſſion to the will of OO race long — 
tinued pain and ſickneſs was exemplary. He would at one time compare 
his pains and ſuſferings with what Chriſt endured and ſuffered for him; 
at another, he would compare them with what be had deſerved at the hand 
of God for his fin and rebellion againſt him: he would at one time ſay, 

It is all in mercy, and, at another, he would take up the words of 
David, It is good for me that I have been afflicted. Pſal. cxix. 71. 
He ſometimes looked at his wife and children with a mixture of grief 
and anxiety ;. but he would again chide himſelf for yielding to the feelings 
of nature, and in the moſt humble and devout manner, commend them to 
the providential care of God, expreſſing his confidence that be would pra- 
vide for them. As his end drew near, his mind became more elevated, 
and the heavenly world was almoſt the conſtant ſubject of his thoughts and 
converſation. ; The fear of death was totally taken away, and the proſpect 
of the joy and glory of heaven made him defire to depart. On the day on 
which he died, he ſaid to a friend (a ſweet ſmile being on his countenance - 
at the time) I am on the rock. And juſt before the dying embers of

Ho eaſy would it be to begin the work of the Lord under his aſſiſtance 
in Africa, as ſoon as we could have proper knowledge of ſuch fit negroe 
Maves, and an opportunity of buying them from their proprietors. 
| My intention then is to ſend ſome of my Miſſionaries, one of whom 
{ſpeaks the Engliſh and German languages, under the direction of the ho- 


nourable Society in London, to one or more Weſt India Iſlands, in order 


to buy ſome ſuch negroe ſlaves, fitted out by the Lord himſelf, who are to 
be ſent to Africa, with inſtructions to preach the Goſpel in fimplicity and 
power as far as they are enable and find entrance.

Theſe words 
made ſuch a deep impreſſion on my heart that I could not 
but weep for joy, that poor men ſhould have ſuch a divine 
and glorious name. While yet a child, I longed much to 
die, and go to Heaven, and fr requently prayed for it. This

our neighbours departed this ſife, under great concern for 
the ſalvation of his ſoul; but uncertain what would become 
of him hereafter, having no one to adminiſter advice and 
comfort to him.

He addreſſed his hearers to” this effect: How many 
may there not be in this large company, who, during the 
finging of this hymn, have publickly, and before the face 
of God, been lying unto him? For God's ſake, do aſk - 
your own hearts whether this be true. The world, and 
what is in the world, the luſt of the fleſh, the luſt of the 
r pride of life ; theſe are ſtill your joy how 
then can you call Jeſus your joy?“ &c. My heart was 
deeply affected, and I ſhed à flood of tears, for I could not 
affirm, that Jefus was my only joy, and was therefore con - 
ſcious that T had lied unto him, Which became a ſource of 
great uneaſineſs to me.” I went home in the greateſt diſ- 
' treſs, kneeled down in à ſecret corner, and with number- 
leſs tears entreated God to pardon, all the tranfgreſſions of 
my paſt life; and made a new ſurrender of myſelf to him, 
promiſing to live: unto him during the remainder of my 
life. Soon after, I related to one of my ſchool-fellows, 
in whom I had noticed a fimilar awakening, the covenant 
1 had made with the Lord Jeſus: we united in prayer to 
God, to have mercy upon us, and to render us well-pſeaſing 
unto him. We frequently met to pray together, and when- 
ever one had noticed any thing wrong in the conduct of the 
other, Surg the courſe of the week, a penance was in. 
inflicted. on the tranſgreſſor the Sunday following. We 
continued in this legal way, for about a quaiter of a year, 
when we grew tired of it, and concluded, that it was quite 
impoſſible to do what was pleaſing unto God. My chearful 
2 active diſpoſition ſoon led me aſtray, and it was not 
Jong before I excelled my companions in levity. Every 
freſh tranſgreſſion tlirew me into new anxiety, and was fol- 
Jowed by new reſolutions to alter my courſe ; hut before I 


was aware of it, I was again entangled with fin, till at 
length 1 began to be afraid of my Maker, and to dread 


again, and my ſtep-father's treatment" of me was not he. 
. moſt kind. In my mnth year I was preſent when one of 
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coming into his -preſeyce;- At home I applied with dili- 

pg, the learned languages, in order to qualify myſelf 
for the ſtudy of divinity,” thinking that if I could but get 
into office as a/preacher of the Goſpel, I ſhould be able to | 
ſerve God more zealouſly than I had done hitherto. But 

as I was about to go to the Univerſity, I heard ſo many 
bad things related, concerning the courſe of the ſtudents, 
that I was afraid, leſt by being ſeduced to imitate their ex- 

_ ample, I ſhould loſe every impreſſion of God, and all reve- 
rence for religion. I therefore prayed the Lord, to make 
it clear to my heart what I ſhould do; and was brought 
to reſolve, that I would learn the buſineſs of my father, 

| who was a tin-man, and brazier; of which reſolution I have 
never had reafon to repent. But now I had many hard- 
ſhips to endure in externals, for my ſtep-father was a very 
ſevere man, and was thereby excited to apply in all my con- 
cerns to my dear Father in Heaven. If I met with any 
difficulty in my work, I always went into a ſolitary corner, 
fell on my knees, and implored his affiſtance ; and can 
truly ſay, that my prayers were heard, and that thereby my 
confidence in him was confirmed. But ſtill the true life 
from God was wanting in my poor heart. In 1750, I began 
to travel, and went firſt to Berlin. Here the parting words 
of my dear mother were a check upon my actions; My _ 
fon, ſaid ſhe, avoid the great towns: great cities, great 
ſins.“ It was not long before I found the truth of this; 
and came into great danger; and though I was preſerved 
by an unſeen hand from falling into the ſnare, yet ſuch an 
anxiety of mind ſeized me, that I reſolved to leave Berlin 

immediately. I went to Ruppin, where I renewed all my 
good reſolutions, prayed often, led a very retired and 
{tri& life, and was on my guard againſt groſs fins. But as 
my inward depravity occaſioned me much uneafineſs, and, 
notwithſtanding all my praying, the feeling of it ſtill conti- 
nued; I remained in a dark, unhappy ſtate of mind, and 
began to deſpair of ever enjoying true peace and happineſs. 
About this time, an awakened acquaintance of mine came 
from Berlin to Ruppin, who related many things to me con- 
cerning the children of God there. I was thereby induced 
to return to Berlin, 1751, where I worked in the houſe of 
Mr. Berger. To him I opened my whole heart ; and told 
him I felt the want of ſomething which I could not name, 
to eaſe my mind, which was under conſtant uneaſineſs, and 
longing to be happy. He told me of the love of our Sa-

But by 
degrees this extatic feeling ſuhſided, and as the Holy Spirit 
began to give me a ſtill deeper view of the depravity of my 
nature, fear and anxiety overcame me. After many fruit- 
leſs attempts to renew the former happy feelings in my 
eart, I at length gave it up, and ſeemed in a manner de. 
void of ſpiritual life. I continued however to attend the 
meeting of the brethren, and the hand of God preſerved 
me from groſs tranſgreſſion. In 1752, I went to Potſdam, 
where 1 worked with brother Scheibe. This was a dan- 
rous period for me. I was beloved and eſteemed. by the 
retliren there, which had no good effect upon my heart. 
Ihe conſtant uneaſineſs of my mind would not let me. reſt 
long in one place, and I reſolved to travel to diſtant parts 
4 of the country. I went to Franckfort on the Mayne, but 
| was not long there before the above-mentioned. brother

after I loſt a conſiderable part of my property; and my 
garden, in which I prided myſelf fo much, was totally ruin- 
ed by a flood. But now I began to be afraid that the lat- 
ter part of. my prayer might be literally accompliſhed : I 
therefore turned again in prayer to the Lord, intreating 
him to do with me what he thought beſt ; but not to ſuffer me 
to beg my bread, for thereby I thould be driven to deſpair. 
Thus, for a confiderable time, by humiliations and evident 
proofs of the interpoſition of God, my affairs changed for 
my good: they produced this wholeſome conſequence, that 
my heart was thereby withdrawn from the world, and fixed 
upon my Saviour. About this time an-awakened ſoldier 
came to the evening prayers held in my houſe, and re- 
ceived ſuch an impreſſion, that he requeſted permiſſion to 
attend them again. By degrees the company increaſed, 
and an extenſive awakening took place. In the courſe of 
half a year, above thirty attended regularly, and we had to 
apprehend diſturbance on that account. The brethren in 


Berlin thought proper that the meetings in my houſe ſhould ' 


be diſcontinued, and held in the meeting-hall of the So- 
ciety : and in 1776 I received a cammithon. to care for the 
united flock, whoſe number had increaſed to above an 


hundred. Though conſcious of my unfitneſs, I ventured to 


accept of this commiſſion, and I can truly lay, that our 
Saviour has graciouſly regarded my poverty, and owned my 
endeayours to further his cauſe. + In 1791 he put an end 
iv the long ilingſs and heavy ſufferings: of my late wife, 
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who had been confined: to her bed for near twelve years. 
| On this occafion I made a new covenant with him, to live 
for him alone in the world: and I can ſay, to the praiſe of 

| His grace, that he has enabled me to cleave cloſe unto 

him, and to depend from day to day upon his all-ſufficient. 
merit, for ſupport and comfort in every time of need. Our 
marriage was bleſſed of the Lord with a ſon and daughter: 
the former is ſettled here in Potſdam; ſince 1781, and is a 
member of the Brethren's Society; my daughter was mar- 
ried in 1780, to brother Jaenike, miniſter of the Bohemian 

Lutheran congregation at Berlinn e

Thus far our late Brother. Ever ſinee the above yer he 
had much to ſuffer from the gout, and an oppreſſion en his- 
| breaft, by which his ſtrength was greatly weakened. His 
daily and hourly converſe with the Friend of his ſoul, re- 
freſhed him in all his bodily ſufferings; and the joyful hope 
ſoon to be permitted to ſee him, made him look forward 
with a cheerful confidence to his approaching diſſolution. 
This took place at Potſdam, Jan 12, 1797, in a very gentle 
manner; im the 65th year of his age 
He was univerſally known and reſpected as a child of 
God, and fincerely beloved by all who knew him. The 
Society at Potſdam has loſt in him an aſſiſtant whoſe grace 
and, gifts rendered him particularly. uſeful, and his memory 


will be long eſteemed bleſſed.

OBERT BELLARMINE was an Italian Jeſuit. 
FN By his lectures on Controverſies he acquired ſo much 
applauſe, that he was raifed ſucceſſively to different offices 
in the Church of Rome, till at length he was conſtrained to 

accept of a Cardinal's hat. It is univerſally allowed that no 
man ever defended the Catholic cauſe with greater ability. 
Dr. Owen, in his maſterly Treatiſe on Juſtification *, 
having ſtated the condition of a ſinner on the one hand, 
and the propoſals of the Goſpel on the other, ſays, The 
grand enquiry now is Whether. it be the wiſeſt and ſafeſt 
courſe for ſuch a perſon; ſeeking to be juſtiſied before God, 
to betake himſelf abſolutely to ſovereign grace and the me- 
diation of Chriſt ; or, to place ſome confidence in his own 
works? In putting this great difference to umpirage, We 
ſhall refer to Cardinal Bellarmine, one of our greateſt and 
moſt learned adverſaries. And he poſitively gives us fis 
determination in theſe well-known words : By reaſon 
of the uncertainty of our own righteouſneſs, and the danger of 
vain-glory, it is the ſafeſt courſe to repoſe our whole truſt in 


the mercy and kindneſs of God alone and this he confirms "te 
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by two Scriptures, Dan. ix; 18. and Luke xvii. 10. He 
then cites ſeyeral of the Fathers in his favour, and con- ẽ 8 
. cludes with this dilemma : < Either a man hath true me- 1 


rits, or he hath not. If he hath not, he is perniciouſly de- FX

Mr. Crook reports, that during the firſt fix months of his refidence at hed 
Chriſtina, he ſuffered conſiderably from hunger, grilfing from the previous of 

Improvidence of the natives, but was treated kindly by the Chiefs, who 1 
let him partake of their ſcanty morſel. About eight months after the de- =

parture of the Dur, an American veſſel, trading to the north-weſt coaſt "I 
of America, anchored in Reſolution ' Bay, by the captain of which he = 
ſent home his Journal. Another of the ſame country, bound to China, = 
appeared off the iſland about four months after. On board of this veſſel ' 


Mr. Crook went with the defign to enquire what country ſhe was of, and to 
_ write home; but the wind coming freſh from the mountains, the ſhip was 
unable to work into the harbour, and was cariied to leeward. This eir - 
cumſtance prevented the return of Mr. Crook, who requeſted the captain 
to carry him to Sir H. Martyn's, an iſland which lies boot ſixty miles to 
the north weſt, The captain who, as well as the captain of the former 
= was extremely kind, bore away, and landed him on that ſpot. 
ere the natives, aſtoniſhed to find a white man ſpeak in their own lan- 
guage, received him, though deſtitute of any thing, but what he had on, 
with the greateſt cordiality ; and, till he diſſuaded them from the extrava- 
gant opinion, conſidered him as a God. The principal chief immediately 
made him his Tayo, and ſupplied him with a profuſe liberality. In a 
mort time he obtained a large piece of ground fRocked with bread-fruit, 
' weocoa-nuts, and the tarro roots, which he incloſed with a bamboo fence, 
planted, and built a houſe upon it. > . | 
After a reſidence of ſeven months, the ſhips Euphrates and Butterworth, 
both ſouth-whalers from London, put in for refreſhments, to whom he was 
of conſiderable ſervice, as interpreter, as well as in procuring for them a 
plentiful ſupply. Deſpairing of ſeeing the ſhip Duff in this iſland, he 
— he could beſt ſerve the cauſe by returning (hoping to arrive in 
England before ſhe left it) and by repreſenting to the Directors the real ſtate 
of the whole group of the Marqueſas, together with the propriety of ſend- 
ing more Miſſionaries, who by exhibiting a form of chriſtian economy, 
might induce the natives from what they ſhbuld ſee in domeſtic life, to pay

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0 er attention to the inſtructions given them. This he jud might 
te facilitated by his knowledge of the language and cuſtoms of the people, 
with which he could make them acquainted in ſome meaſure on the voyage,

men, will be greatly diſappalnted, When they find him not there, and whoſe

In the higher lands the ground — 
might be made to produce fruits and grain of various kinds, * he recom- 
mends the culture of rice, of which 5 natives are very fond, and might 
de ſupplied with it in caſe of a failure in the crops of bread- fruit. wa 
Though among theſe poor hoſpitable ſtrangers diſorders of any kind are 
little known, yet numbers are cut off with continual wars, when thoſe ' 
who fall in haitle are generally baked and fed upon as a delicious repaſt. 
Mr. Crook laments that,. though he could never be prevailed upon te 
join in theſe quarrels, bag he had never ſufficient influence to check 
them. He is nevertheleſs of opinion, that a body of Miſſionaries would 
de able in a great ineaſure to prevent them, if not entirely. There are 
among them but very faint traces of government. Many are their gods, 
but thoſe held in higheſt veneration are the departed ſpirits of their chiets.

| WAS born and brought up a Diſſenter, by moral parents, in the town 
of Poole, who inftrufted me in the duties of religion, cauſed me to he

I now was of age for being bound an apprentice” to ſome 
trade, and I fixed to go to ſea, In a few years 1 forgot all my inſtrudions, 
and adopted the principles and language of the common ſailors.

calling. F was now advanced to be captain, and part owner, of a. fine 


veſſel, and thought myſelf in a way to acquire à fortune, Which I was de- 
termined on, fo that I might enjoy the world, which ſeemed to picture it- 
ſelf to my mind in a very pleaſing manner. In this purſuit I went on 
ſinning againſt God with an high hand, till confcience brought me to a 
ſtand, and warned me of the confequences of ſuch a courſe of life. I be- 
gan to relent, and form good reſolutions ; but Satan, that enemy of ſouls, 
with his powerful temptations, impreſſed on my mind that it was now too 
late, that now God would not accept of my ſervices ; had I thought of it 
ſome years ago it might have availed, but that now it was entirely 00 
late, and that I had better continue in purſuit of the world am! its plen- 
ſures. Alas! I now ſaw no hope but to fil-up the meaſure of my ini- 
quities, and then, O, dreadful thought] to endure the wrath of God to al] 
eternity. But, although thus far gone in fin, I always attended divine 
ſervice three times of a Sunday, and never omitted Wedneſday evenin 
lectures, yet not from any love bor the meeting, but from cuſtom; for 
- diſliked fuch ſtrictneſs, and often wiſhed I had been brought up among 
people whoſe conſciences were not fo tender; who could take a walk after 
church without reſtraint, which was not allowed me. I had at this time. 
a pious good uncle, „who uſed to call at my father's in his way home from 


meeting of a Sunday afternoon : his pious converſation, in ſpeaking of the 


ſermon, &e. I could not bear, and have often left the room on this ac, 
count, till at laſt I contracted a hatred of him; not againſt the many but 
his piety, which I could not reliſh, the carnal mind being at enmity 
againſt God and his eople. In the ſummer of 1791 I was taken ill, 
inſomuch that my veſſel was obliged to proceed the voyage without me, 
and I intended joining her again in Newfoundland, by going out in ſome 
other veſſel as ſoon as my health was reftored, which was the caſe in a few 


Weeks, and in the beginning df Auguſt we left Poole for Newfoundland. 


But, a few days previous to my departure, I Was at meeting on a Wed- 
neſday evening; the preacher was one of Mr. Bogue's fludents, of Goſ- 
port,F who was at Poole in Mr. Aſhburner's abſence. I never remember 


that, till now, the word of God had any more effect on me, than on the

commandments as well as he could, and God was merciful to forgive the 
reſt. I began to liſten to this mode till I examined my Bible, and found 
that nothing thort of Chriſt would do for a guilty ſinner.

MR. EDWARDS, of Weſton's· park, near Lincoln's-inn-fields, 2 


_ poor, illiterate,” and labouring man, was about two years ago, af- 
fliẽted with a dropſy -was tapt in St. Bartholomew's Holpital—and/rego- 


vered, Soon after he fell down, and diſlocated his hip, and was conſined 


from work for many weeks. He had not long again attended bis- employ, 
which was with a ſoap- Boiler, before he fell into one of the caldrons, and 
was nearly ſcalded to death. This ſucceſſion of affliftive events, together 
with the illneſs ot his wife, in Jan. 1798, reduced his family to the utmoſt 


poverty and want. They had no money, nor any thing left to pledge, by 


which they could procure ſuſtenance. The wife, ferling the ſtrong ſenſation 
of thirſt, applied to a neighbouring publican to truſt her for a pint of beer; 
but was rgtuſed credit. At this criſis, being drititate, and deſpairing of 
help, and ſeeing her child in a periſhing (tate, for want of the neceſſaries 

of life, ſhe formed. the dreadful reſolution to deſtroy her infant and herſelf, 
to get rid of her diſtreſs and poverty. Thus initigated by the devil, and 
the preflure of poverty, ſhe procured a razor for that purpoſe; but before 
ſhe could perpetrate the horrid deed, in ſtooping towards the ground, a 
ſhilling dropt from her clothes; this circumttance excited in her mind the 
utmoſt ſurpriſe, and ſatisfied her immediate want; and thus, through this 
myſterious providence, the N relief ſaved both from deſtruction. 
Here it is proper to obſerve, that he had an uncle, who lived in affluence 
yet * the howels of his compaſſionꝰ wer ſo ſhut up, that he refuſed them 
the ſmalleſt aſſiſtance, Herein is diſplayed the myſtery of Providence! the 
way that Ood ſovereignly takes to accompliſh the purpoſes of his grace; for 
Had they met with ſuitable ſupport from their rich relative, they would not 
bave been objects of the Good Samaritan Society's attention. Jult as their 
affliction of body and circumſtances were at the utmoſt extreme, the So- 
ciety fu ſt viſited them. They were both ignorant of divine things. The 
wife ſoon recovered by means of medical and pecuniary aid, which was 
afforded by the Society. Mr. E. during the converſation of one of the 
vittors, was deeply impreſſed with the neceſſity of regeneration to enter 
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the kjpgdow' of heaven, which was urged from the third chapter of John's . 

Goſpel: A ſubſequent illneſs, which called the attention of — Society to 
_ "him again, ſoon demonſtrated that the Holy Spirit had begun à good work 
in his ſoul, by convincing him of ſin; and he had encreaſing convictions of 
mm necefit of the new birth! Theſe terminated in à ſound converſion to 
tte truth av it is in Jeſns. After his recovery, he conſtantly attended the 
mieans of grace, and communed with the church under the care of the Rev. 
Mr. Williams, of Gate. ſtreet. A few months after his uncle died, and 
though he refuſed him the ſmalleſt aſſiſtance in his diſtreſs, yet the Lord 
diſpoſed his mind to leave him his reſiduary legatee, by which he became 
fed bf two thouſand pounds. He took the firſt opportunity of call. 

ug upon one of the viſitors to inform him of the providence, and acknow- 


leagech with gratitude and humility bis obligations to the Society. This 


change in his temporal circumflances did not fill his mind with pride, but 


: ſerved to-manifeſt more particularly the reality of the work of grace in his 


heart. In converſation he ſeemed to have advanced greatly in divine know. 
ledge and experience. He had not been in. poſſeſſion of the above property 
more than two months before he was again taken ill with a liver complaint, 
which begun with convulſive fits. Apprehenſive of his approaching diſſe» 
lution, be was anxious to manifeſt his gratitude” to the Suciety, who he 
ſaid had affifted him in his diſtreſs; and directed his attorney, before any 
other Jegac „to put down in his wilt ten pounds for their benefit. He 
continued in his affliction thirteen weeks; and during that time he was 
continvally relating to ull around him, „what a dear Saviour he had 
found: He read attentively the Scriptures, and prayed fervently with 
his family; and when his wife ſeemed diſtreſſed at his Jufferings, he 
faid, ** what are my ſufferings ? nothing, when I think of what Jeſus bore 
for me; arid when a few friends met at his hou'e at Poplar for prayer, 
he; to the aftoniſhment of all preſent, (notwithfiunding his weakneſs) erept | 
down ſtairs, and faid, „he could not ſtay away, for as ſoon as they began 
to ſing, his heart was filled with joy, and ſo knit to them, he was obliged 
to come down to join them in their praiſes and prayers.*” He continued 
triumphing in the proſpect of eternal glory. To a friend, who aſked him 
how he firſt came to the knowledge of the truth, he replied he was indebted 
to the Good Samaritan Society; under God they were the means (ſaid he) 
of opening my eyes, eſpecially in reading and explaining the third chapter 
of St. John's Goſpel, concerning the new birth.“ When death drew near 
he was compoſed and tiappy. When his leg was fiſt ſtruck with death, 
be exultingly ſaid, „Is this dying? Come jeſus! Come death ! I ſhall 
ſoon be with God in Paradiſe, I have no fear; come death ! Come jeſus 
I know my Judge is waiting to give unto me eternal life. The day be- 
fore he died, he ſaid, ©* To-morrow I ſha'l be in paradiſe; 1 ſhall be 
erowned with glory. On December 14th laſt, he was perfectly ſenſible, 
| tompoſed, and happy, waiting fer his ditmiflion from the body. The laſt 
words he was heard to utter, were, “ Sweet Jeſus! Come death! Come 
Jeſus!** Thus he fell afleep in Jeſus. His funieral-fermon was preached 
Sunday evening 23d Dec. 1798, at Poplar Meeting, by the Rev. Mr. 
 Broady,: who attended him in his laſt moments, and who, in the courſe of 
his ſermon, rejoiced that there exiſted ſuch an inſtitution as the Good Sa- 
maritan Society, ' +: e e COS. .

_  Mafter William Burchett, of Ifſington, happily, fought the Lord at a 
very early age, and alter a lingering illneſs of 12 months, took his 1 
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for heaven, when he was only 7 years and 3 months ald. He was naw”, 
turally of a mild and good temper, and as ſoon as he could walk was very 
attentive to family prayer. In January 1798, his health began uiſibly to 
decay, and when his mother learned that his diſorder in all human proba- 
bility. would terminate in death, ſhe ſpake cloſely to him about. dying, and 
he ſeemed amazingly, chearſul in the proſpect of death z frequently . 
that · he knew he ſhould die, that he ſhould ge to heaven,: and there have 
a white robe, a crow on his bead, a harp in his hand, and be ſinging hal- 
lelujahs for ever and ever. hen his mother aſłked him whether. he had 
not rather recover and live with her, he anſwered with great compoſure, 
that he loved her much, but he would rather die and go to heaven. His 
diſorder kept him within doors and greatly debilitated him; but he was 
happily ſubm iſpvr, though naturally of a very lively turn. Mheñ Well, 
he was conſtant in the private addreſſes which he had been taught to put up 
at a throge of grace, and in his illneſs he ſpent the greater part ot e 
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time in reading ſome pious and good bookse 7 8 
In the month of Auguſt 1798, his hope of heayen was ed, and 
he fell under ſtrong cond idtions of ſin, frequently crying out, that he was 
fearful God would ſink kim to hell for his ſins. Being interrogated! by 
Mrs. Burchett what ſin it was that tzoubled: him ſo much, as it was not 
known that he had ever uſed bad words, or told a fal hood which might be 
ſuppoſed to have occaſioned fach painful ſenfations-in a child, he told his 
arent that when at ſchool he had been taught to uſe ſuch words and tell 
ies, and the xemembrance thereof diſtreſſed him; but he hoped God would | 
forgive hin, and that if he recovered he ſhould, he concerned to ſin uo 1 
more. This dear child for ſome time mourned ſo deeply for fin,” that his 1 
mother who was his nurſe, was pierced to the heart at hearing and ſeeing „ 
his diſtreſs, and though many attempts were made to comfort him, for a = 
time they were in vain. His mother recommended prayer to him; but nue 
ſaid, * Mamma, how. ſhall I pray? I can ſay nothing but fooliſhneſs,” WE 
Being informed that God would hear prayer however ſimple, if it eume — 
from. the heart, he then ſaid he would pray as well as he could, and weft 
ditterly. Some time afier a friend ſpake to him of the love of Jeſus to 
children, went to prayer with him, and repeated the hymn, Gentle Jefus, 
lovely Lamb, &c. and he then ſeemed te derive ſome comfort, and ex- 
preſſed a wiſh to die, if God would but forgive him his ſins. 
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On a particular day his friends were: ſpeaking of his affliction, but lie 
ſaid, «© I muſt not complain, it is the Lord's doing, he can make me well if f 
be pleaſe, but I don't wiſh it; I had rather die and go to heaven.” He 9 | 
bore the whole of his ſufferings with a degree of patience that excited ad. 
miration. His kind mother was very anxious to have ſome ſtrong evi= - 
dence of his future happineſs, and the Lord granted her deſire; for =

Ypcn the 15th 
af December ſhe was delivered of a ſon, and had a good time; but on the 
Wiedneſday preceding her death, not having had any fleep fince her deli- 
very, a vidlent pain in her head, to which the had been ſubje& for ſome 
months paſt, now returned wielf double violence. The enemy of ſouls 
watching the opportunity, injected many ſtrong, and blaſphemeus 
thoughts into her mind to an uncommon degree; that ſhe fell into great 
horror of ſoul ; ſo much ſo as to think all her experience was deluſon; 
her hopes groundleſs, and her deſtruction inevitable. So cloſely did Satan 
beſet her at this time, that he tempted her to think, that none of God's 
ple had ever been in circumſtances like herſelf. Her huſband reminded 

fo of the · infivite mercy of God, through” Jeſus Chriſt,” and particularly

with, comfort, After this, notwithſtanding herexceflive timidity, ſne was 
wonderfully ſupported, although under an unalterable perſuaſion that ſhe 
was going into an eternal world; and frequently obſei ved what a mercy 
it was to be thus ſupported in the immediate proſpect of dea. 

On the morning of her diſſolution, after ſhe had been ſeveral hours in 
, canvulſions, ſo as to require more than one to held her, ſhe found herſelf 
ſufficiently well and collected to expreſs- her faith. and confidence in God, 
and in a moſt energetic prayer recommended herſelf to her God and Savi- 
© our, ardently, and repeatedly praying for an eaſy paſſage. She declared 
ber hope of a free and full ſalvation; frequently acknowledging 2 
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the very chief of finners; but rejoiced that Jeſus Chriſt came into the 
world to ſave ſuch poor unworthy ſinners as ſhe was, and that he was able 
to fave to the uttermoſt. She then prayed earneſtly and repeatedly, that the 
Lord would preſerve her youngeſt ſiſter from the vanities of the world, 
She begged of the apothecary who attended her with the ſolicitude of a 
parent, to endeavour to meet her in Heaven. She earneſtly exhorted the 
ſervants not to reſt ſhort of an intereſt in Chriſt. She then withed to ſiug 
a hymn; but who could ſing except herſelf ? Her huſband therefore repeat- 
ed thote two verſes in Dr. Watts's Hymns, A guilty weak and help- 
lefs worm, &c. and, „“ To the dear fountain of this blood, &c. “ 
The laſt words ſhe was heard to repeat were, Dear Jeſus, I do love 
thee from my ſoul.“ She lay flumbering after this ſeveral hours, when 
the Lord anſwered her prayers for an eafy death, fo remarkably, that her 
countenance never poſſeſſed a greater ſerenity than when ſhe breathed her 
laſt, on the 24th of December, 1798, in the thirty · ſerond year of her age. 
Having been married tee years and ſeven months. On the Lord's day 
following, at the united fequeſt of the congregation, 'ſhe'was interred in a 
vault, under the pulpit of their new and elegant Meeting-houſe, being the 
firſt perſon who was buried out of conſecrated ground in that town. The 
funeral ſermon was delivered by Dr. Duncan, of Winborn, from Ezekiel 
xxiv. 16. Son of man, behold I take away from thee the defire of thine 
eyes with-a ſtroke z** and the Rev, Mr. Sibree delivered the funeral ora- 
tion. Very few dry eyes were in the congregation ; may the event be ſanc- 
tfied to che bol town, for it may be ſaid with truth, all were concerned 
and affected with the ſtroke.

Pecuniary reſources, fo neceſſary for the fitting out, for the voyage and 
ſupport of the Miſſionaries, are not ſo much the objects of this under- 
tithe, as to find out proper perſons to labour among the heathen. ans 
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wide and extenſive fields of the heathen nations, at the ſame time as we 
make it our buſineſs to find out proper ſubjects, and to aſſiſt in forward- 
ing them to the place of their deſtination. 


As, however, much expence is requiſite, and as we are willing to make 
ourſelves friends of the mammon of unrighteouſneſs, that they may re- 


ceive us into everlaſting habitations, (Luke xvi. 9.) we would chearfully 
contribute as much as we poſſibly can ſpare for the everlaſting welfare of 
thedear immortal ſouls of the poor heathen ; remembering always, that they, 


as welſ\as we, * are redeemed, not with corruptible things as ſilver aud gold, 


from our vain converſation received by tradition from our fathers, but with 


the precious blood of Chriſt, as of a Lamb without blemiſh and without 


ſpot.“ 1 Peter i, 18. 19. : 
Love of gain or avarice being a leading diſpoſition in the country 
wherein this is written—which keeps many at a diſtance who are other- 
wiſe not far off from the Kingdom of God, and betrays them into a mi- 
ſerable narrow mindedntſs, we will do our beſt, to break that ſtubborn co- 
veteouſneſs, by repreſenting to them the dying love of Jeſus on the croſs, and 
by following in word and deed, with zeal ſupported by our own example, 
the advice of the Apoſtle : Charge them that are rich in this world, that 
they be not high-minded, nor truſt in uncertain riches, but in the living 
God, who giveth us richly all things to enjoy, that they do good, that they 
be rich in good works; ready to fliſtribute, willing to communicate, laying 
up in ſtore for themſelves a good foundation againft the time to come, that 
they may lay hold of eternal life.

After having been twelve months a teacher in a public 
ſchool of his native country, which is a good preparation 
for the ſacred office of a clergyman, to whole care not 
only the ſheep but alſo the lambs of the flock are intruſted ; 
He was called by his Prince, Joachim Erneſt, of Anhalt, to 
the miniſtry at Badeborn, in the year 1582, and the 28th 
of his age, in whick he alſo married. At that place he 
preached the word of God as a faithful miniſter in its pu- 
rity and with good effect for ſeven years; but he loſt this 
ſituation in 1590; his confcience not permitting him to 
conſent to ſome alterations in certain church-ceremonies, - 
which, though indifferent in eee he conſidered as 
preparatory ſteps to more important changes in religion, 
| Thich ba in fact ſince taken plans 28 l = pre) 
But ſoon after, Providence: opened a door for him to 
1 J the Goſpel at Quedlinburg, where he was made 
Rector of the pariſh church of St. Nicolas. Here he ex- 
pounded to his conprogetion the pſalms of David and the 
principles of true Chriſtianity. The pas breaking out 
about that time, he adminiſtered comfort and relief to the ! 
bodies and ſouls of the inhabitants of the town, and both 
as a Phyſician and Divine, rendered himſelf ſo uſeful to 
them, and was ſo much reſpected and beloved, that they 
would by no means conſent to his leaving them, when he 
received a call to Brunſwick in the year 1599. And when 
he acccepted this invitation, his diſappeinted friends almoſt 
turned their love into hatred, and their reſpect into inſult ; 
At laſt he was diſmiſſed by the Abbateſs and Magiſtrates, 
with a public teſtimonial of the purity of his doctrine, and 
of the integrity of his life and character. | 
5 Af Bruntwie „he continued his miniſterial labours with 
ſo evident a bleſſing, and had ſo many followers, that the 
envy of his colleagues was raiſcd againſt him, particularlx 
when he publiſhed the firſt book of his True Chriftianityy? 
which was received every where with uncommon applauſe, 
and only oppoſed and reviled by the enemies of truth.— 
Theſe, not only in private, warned their hearers againſt the 
poiſon (as they called it) lurking in his writings, but pub- 
ticly decried. him as a fanatic, in their pulpits. On account 
of theſe perſecytions, and of ſome civil cœmmotions which

| took place in Brunſwick, he followed the hint of Providence 
in opening his way to Eiſleben in Saxony, the native place 
of Luther, where he was inſtalled in the year 1608, as 
Aſſeſſor of the Conſiſtory, and Paſtor of St. rew's Pariſh. 
_ Here again he ſtayed not above three years; and ſome 
readers may, perhaps, be,inclined to think, that his frequent 
changes and removals were owing to ſome fickleneſs of 


character. The perſecutions,” however, which drove him 
from place to place, by the direction of a higher hand 


were the means of propagating truth the further; and 


it was deſirable that ſuch a burning and ſhining light ſhould 
be placed in a {till higher ſituation. After having declined 


at leaſt ſix offers of church-preferment, he was, in the 
year 1611, appointed by George Duke of Brunſwick and 
Luneburg, Superintendent General, or Biſhop of the two 


principalities of Zelle. During eleven years, he performed 


the various duties of this high office, by preaching twice 


a week, by taking care of his dioceſe, by writing uſeful 


works, and by encouraging the miniſters and preachers 
under his inſpection, to the ſame faithful diſcharge of 


him from continuing his miniſterial functions with aſſiduity. 
On the 3d of May, 1621, he preached his laſt ſermon from 
that memorable text, They that ſow. in tears fall reap 
in joy:“ in which he was ſo deeply engaged in meditations 
of death and eternity, that he ſeemed to have a preſage of 
his own approaching end; and when he came home, he 
was heard to ſay, I have juſt now preached my funeral 
iermon.” He was ſeized with a violent fever, and thou 

neither prayer. nor, medicine, neither ſpiritual nor, bodily 


comfort was wanting, yet the hour was come in which he 


{hould be called from his labours in the vineyard of the 
Lord, to his eternal reſt and reward. Shortly before his 
death he received, once more, the Lord's Supper, from the 
hands of the Rev. William Storch, and being aſked by him 
if he would remain and die in the confeſſion. of that pure 
doctrine which he had learned from the word of God by 
the illumination of the Holy Spirit, he anſwered yes, with 
an audible voice. His ſoul was troubled for ſome time with 


a deep ſenſe of his unworthineſs, ſo that he called out,

na a fincere and hrart-felt compaſſion for the ſtate of the 
church; and an honeſt and pious deſire to reclaim hypoeriti- 
eal Chriſtians from their lethargy and ſupineneſs, to repent- 
ance, faith, and the imitation of Jeſus. Chriſt, their great 
exemplar. The glorious work of the/reformation by Lu- 
ther in Germany, and by Calvin in Switzerland, though 
neceſſary and uſeful in itſelf, had given riſe to numberleſs 
dliſputes among the leaders of different parties about the 
peculative doctrines of religion, when lo ! John Arnd was 
taiſed up by God, to call the difputants from the rugged 
paths of controverſy into the way of peace and holineſs ; 
and to unite them in the bonds df mutual love, and har- 
mony, by calling ſinners of every denomination to repent - 
ance. It was not his intention to lay down the articles of 
the Chriſtian' faith in a ſyſtematical order, and in the form 
_ of the ſchools; but to promote the living knowledge of our 
* . depravity, and of the alt-fufficiency of Chriſt for our ſpiritual 
wants, in every heart; that men might be awakened from 
their finful ſleep, and brought into a ſaving ſtate, by a di- 
vine application to themſelves of the call and privileges of 
the goſpel, and bring forth in their lives the fruits of faith. _ 
If it be enquired why the writings of this excellent man 
met with ſo much abuſe and oppoſition, one reaſon may be 
found in the circumſtances of the times in which he wrote. 
Luther, in all his works, particularly in his excellent preface 
to the epiſtle to the Romans, had deſcribed that faith by 
which a man is juſtified and ſaved, as an ever- living and 
active principle in the heart, exerting itſelf outwardly in 
acts of love, piety, and virtue; but many of his followers 
had deviated from this ſound and ſcriptural doctrine, and 
repreſented'faith as a mere creature of their own fancy, the 
work of the head, without a change of heart. To pull down 
'this Dagon of dead faith from his throne, Arnd began, like 
the apoſtle James, to rouſe profeſſing Chriſtians to a juſt 
ſenſe of their ſituation, by thus addreſſing them, Shew me 
thy faith by thy works!“ and his leading deſign was evi- 
dently td revive the ſpirit and practice of true piety and god- 
Hneſs. He, therefore, did not ſo much act the part of a de- 
fender of the faith, who with ſword in hand oppoſes the 
invaſion of the enemy, as that of the ploughman and the 
fower. who prepare the ground for profitable fruit.

- Ahab was previouſly warned ; and to prove that it was 4 | 
_ viſitation from God for ſin, he was aſſured by Elijah, hae 
as the Lord God of Iſrael lived, there ſhould be neither 
dae nor rain, but according to his word. Hitherto he pre- 
ſerves his character, not only as a man, but as a man of 
God. We' admire his magnanimity alſo, when, towards 
the cloſe of this afflictive period, he looked Ahab in the 
face, and reproved him. Still more do we admire him 
when, fingly by himſelf, he braved the hoſt of Baal's ad- 
-herenits,: and 'confounded them before the people. But, 
alas, what is man! - After all this he is intimidated by the 
threatenings of Jezebel, and-flees for his life. After going 
a day's journey into the wilderneſs, he ſits down under a 
juniper tree, and requeſts, for himſelf that he may die. 
From hence he aroſe and went to Horeb, the maunt of God. 
Entering into a cave, he was there interrogated by him 
whoſe cauſe he had ſeemed to defert, What doſt thou here, 
Elijah? He attempts to excuſe himſelf by accuſing Iſrael. 
He had been very jealous for the Lord God of Ifrael ; but 
they had Yigged down his altars, and ſlain his prophets with 
the ſword; he only was left, and they ſought his life. Thus, 
according to his account, jit ſeemed time for him to flee. 
But that which is worſe than all, in excuſing himſelf, he 
does not barely accuſe Iſrael, but ſeems tacitly. to reflect 
upon the Lord himſelf, as though he had done little or no- 
thing to vindicate his own name, and what then could his 
r ſervant do there alone? 
Jehovah could no doubt have 0 the comulein- 
ing prophet ; but forbearing, like himſelf, when dealing 
with erring creatures, he makes him no anſwer, but calls 
him forth to appear on the top of the mount.

Cipal part and end of the ſermon, the Mort abſtract improve- 


ments or reflexions now in fathion, are very improper, and 


even leſs edifying to ſouls than the tav-tedious ones of our 

forefathers. ' 5. Let your language be adapted not only to 
your ſubject, but alſo, as far as poſſihle, to the capacity of 
your hearers ; and let it be generally ſcriptural. This ſort 
fimplicity, conſci- 
ence- penetrating and over-awing gravity, engaging ſweet- 
neſs, is very memorable, and either is or ought to be moſt 


familiar to Chriſtians}. The words of God are the uſual 


channel in which the Holy Ghoft conveys his ſaving truths 
into men's hearts**. On the other hand, by labouring to 
preach in the excellency of human language, you lead off 
your own attention, in your ſtudies. and delivery, from the 
great ſubject and important end of your diſcourſe, and 
decoy your hearers' notice to your manner rather than to 
eee matter; and you provoke the —_ of God to with-- 

old his concurring influences from both. Ever remem- 
ber, that to convince the conſcience, enlighten the mind, 
and warm the hearts of your hearers is of far more import- 
ance, than merely to delight the moſt learned, and ſe- 
cure their higheſt approbation. Sermons merely philo- 
ſphical in their matter, however elegantly compoſed and 


delivered, are at beſt but filken nets well ſpread, in

may be [dreadful beyond all thought,“ 6. Avoid every 
thing which tends, to darken or diſgrace your diſcourſes; or 
which tends to provoke. or prejudice any of your hearers; 
ſuch as a hurried, ;ndiftin& or drawling pronunciation, 
awkward geſtures, wild or tedious wanderings from your 
ſubjeR, curious and uſeleſs, queſtions, all expreſſions which 
would provoke laughter or lightneſs of mind, or which, from 
their indelicacy, would in the remoteſt degree wound the 
ear of modeſty+. Nor is it wiſe too ſerupulouſly to adhere 
to your prepared notes, and ſervilely to attend to the rules 
of art, by which the operations of your mind might be 
cramped. Avoid all deſcription of an offender from per- 
ſonal circumſtances, unleſs when the publicity of his ſin 
points him out, or when a particular claſs of men is repre- 
hended of which but one or two are preſent, or when the 
fin is prevalent in the place or age, or the aggravations of 
it need to be exhibited ; in which caſes, it is not the 
preacher, but the perſon's own fin that finds him out. In 
fine, avoid every thing that can leſſen your authority or 
eſteem as a miniſter, or that will tend to grieve the righte- 
ous or encourage the wicked}. - 7. Never aim, either in 
your matter or manner, at your own worldly honour, eaſe 
or advantage d. The leſs you ſeek yourſelf in your work, 
and the more ds you aim at, and labour to promote 
the glory of Chriſt in the eternal ſalvation of ſouls, the 
more will the Holy Ghoſt affift, honour, comfort and ſuc-

Catechifing, and the private vi/itation of families and 
the fick, are but ſubordinate forms of 'preaching, of which 
catechiſing explains, and viſitation, rightly performed, cloſe- 
ly applies, the truths of God to men. In both, the pre- 
ceding and following rules may be uſeful. In catechiſing, 
the inſtruction is more familiar and calculated for the wen 
and ignorant, than in ſermons; and as it is more or leſs 
rightly performed and carefully attended, people will Fe 
found knowing or ignorant.

The affectionate bewailing and repreſenting - 
ef their fin and miſery, loſs and danger, with earneſt en- 
treaties and kind encouragement, are the likelieſt methods 
to uſe with the weak and timid. Thus Jeſus is repreſented 
as gathering the lambs with his arm and carrying tim in 
bis boſom. You. cannot deal too much with young ones 
in a kind and prudent catechiſing of them. At the cloſe

AJ righteous dominion over his creatures. It is the right

Pleaſune. It is a ſovereignty of mercy, love, and free grace 
in Jeſus: and as it reſpects his own people, it appears 
nary in the following particulars: _ 1 

This ſovereignty is ſeen in Fedtual calling. It often 
hides ſpiritual things from the wi/e and prudent, paſſes by 
moſt of the rich, m:ghty and noble; leaves the ſelf-righteous 
Phariſees to periſh in their fins, whilſt it pitics and brings to 

' repentance publicans and harlots;—humbles a bloody Manaſ- 
ſeh and hears his prayer, — turns a perfecuting Saul into an 
apoſtle, —caſts ſeven devils out of a Magdalene, —melts the 
heart of a prodigal,—viſits a Samaritan woman and a Zac- 
cheus,—and in fine, chooſes „the fooliſh things of the 
world to confound the wiſe, the weak things to confound 
the things that are mighty, and baſe things, and things that

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are deſpiſed, yea, and things that are not, to bring to nought 
the things that are.*” | a 45

work. lt is ſo, in the different meaſures of grace diſpenſed 


to different perſons, as well as in the variety of ſpiritual. 


gifts. The whole ſcripture is full of examples of this ſove- 
reignty; and it may he faid as to all the variety of Chriſtian 
experience, Who maketh thee to differ from another? 
It is alſo ſometimes. ſeen in meaſuring out great trials to 
Chriſtians, when they are in the way of their duty. Thus 
it was with Job, the moſt perfect man upon earth: thus 1t& 
was with Haman+, who ſought God day and night, and yet 
was diſtracted with terrors from his youth up: thus was 
it with thoſe} who feared the Lord and obeyed the voice of 
his ſervant, and yet walked in darkneſs and had no lighty ;. 
So is it alſo with thoſe 4 who are kept by the power of 
God and rejoice in the hope of the heavenly inheritances. 
and yet often are in heavineſs through manifold tempta- 
tions.” It is quite a miſtake in the people of God to think 


that ſharp trials will never meet them in the way of duty; 


on the contrary, the ſharpeſt winds of afflition and/temp- 
tation often blow in their face, when they are ſeeking the 
way to Zion with their Faces thitherward. 33 

The ſpecial love of God to his people appears, not in 


keeping them free from trials and afflictions; for they are 


often poor and an af/iiftzd people; but in the final iſſue 
and event of all their trials, and of all his providences re- 


ſpecting them. Mark the perfect, and behold the upriglu, 


or the end of that man is peace + | 5 
But young and inexperienced Chriſtians, :hink it ſtrange 
concerning the fiery trial that comes to try them,“ and 
imagine that *'fome ſtrange thing” has happened unto them. 
It ſeems to them that not only men and devils and their 
own corruptions are againſt them, but that God himſelf is 
alſo turned againſt them. So ſaid the Patriarch Jacob in 
his trials, „all theſe things are againſt me; little knowing 
what was to be the event. And it is a melancholy truth, 
that being diſcouraged with the difficulties of their journey, 
and afraid becauſe of the children of Anak, and the cities 
great andfencedup to heaven ;” though believers do not, like 
hypocrites, © make a captain in order to return into Egypt,“ 
yet they may ſo provoke the Lord by their murmuring and 
unbelief, that he may give them up to wander long in

Further, this fovereignty is eminently manifeſted to the 
Lord's people, in pitving them fometimes in their loweſt 
caſes, yea and even when they have been much out of the 
road of duty. He judges his people and repents himſelf 
for his ſervants, when he ſeeth that their power is gone and 
there is none ſhut ug or left“. To this purpoſe alſo we 
may conſider the example of Jonah, pitied and helped after 
the moſt wilful rebellion, . Then I faid Tam caſt out of thy 
fight, yet I will look again towards thy holy temple. Out 
of the belly of hell cried I, and thou heardeſt my voice f.“ 
Peter is another example: when after the moſt ſolemn pro- 
miſes to the contrary, he had denied his Lord with curſings 
and oaths, the gracious Redeemer turned and looked upon 
him, and melted his heart into contrition and repentance, 
. ſ6 that Peter went out and re bitterly: and when Jeſus 
ſent a meſſage to his diſeiples, after his ręſurrection, he men- 
tioned the reſt only in general, but ſingled out Peter by 
name, to convince him that his bad behaviour had not of 
tered his Redeemer's loyef. The indulgerice granted to 
Thomas, when ſo reſblute in his unbelief, is another in- 
ſtance; as alſo the intimation made to David upon his 
confeſſion; The Lord hath put away thy ſin; thou ſhalt 
not died.“ Indeed, the ſcriptures abound with examples 
or declarations to this purpoſe. --— e a0 00h 
In our beſt ſtate, while in this life, we are not without 
need of the comfort ariſing from this diſplay of ſovereign 
grace: for in many things we offend all, and our beſt duties 
and exerciſes come far ſhort of the perfection required in 
the law of God, and are filthy and polluted in the fight of 
infinite holineſs. David makes uſe of this. He firſt 
confeſſes his fin, Iniquities prevail againſt me; then 
he takes help from ſovereign grace, „ as for our tranſgreſ- 
ſions thou ſhall purge them away.” So Paul} moſt bitter- 
ly laments the remaining depravity of his nature, but im- 
mediately encourages himſelf in the grace of Chriſt. 
Through ignorance of this high privilege of our conſtant 
acceſs to Chriſt, even in our loweſt caſes, and neglect of 
the right improvement of it, even real Chriſtians have their 
conſciences ſometimes ſadly defiled, their unbelief ſtrength- 
ened, their hearts diſcouraged, and their hands utterly weak- 
ened in the way of duty, ſo that for a ſeaſon they experi-

The ſovereignty of God may alſo be ſaid to be mani- 
feſted in delaying for a time the mercies which he really 
means to beſtow, and in keeping us waiting, ſeeking and 
knocking. Thus was it with Abraham as to the child of 
promiſe ; and thus it is with God's own ele& in general“. 
This doth often ſorely try their faith and patience; and a 
miſtake here may be of very bad conſequence in their ex- 
perience, if they take a delay for an utter dental. It is by the 


delay of the accompliſhment of the promiſe that unbelief 


has one of its moſt formidable arguments, and apoſtacy its 


pretended excuſe. How few, alas | know by experience 


that waiting, which is ſo much commended to us in the 
word | This waiting is attended with the utmoſt diligence in 
duty, and in the ule of every appointed mean; and differs 
much from the waiting of careleſs and carnal people, who, 
under pretence of waiting for the Lord's time, neglect their 
duty and all ſerious and evangelical endeavours, and make 
this waiting only a cover for their. careleſſneſs, carnality 
and-unbelicf. - . ä We , 

This ſovereignty of God alfo appears in the returns he 


makes to his people's prayers. Sometimes he allows them 


much freedom with him, and ſtoops to the matter, time and 
circumſtances of their requeſts, ſo as to make them aſhamed : 
* Who is like unto the Lord our God that dwelleth on 


high, that humbleth himſelf to behold the things that are 


in heaven and in the earth!“ But at other times, even when 
he does pity them, yet he appears in majeſty and finks them 
into the duſt. He does, indeed, anſwer them and' give 


them what they need; but neither in the manner nor at- 
tended with the circumſtances, which they aſked or expect- 


ed. Thus was it even with Chriſt himſelf, when he pray- 
ed in deep ſubmiſſion that, if it were poſſible, the cup might 
depart from him: he was heard and helped, yet the cup 
did not depart. | | 


In fine, to paſs many other things that might have been 


mentioned: this ſovereignty alſo has place in diſpoſing of 
the outward lot of the people of God. While ſome of

The actowledgement of this divine ſovereignty is neceſ- 
fary, both for our duty and our comfort. It tends to beget in 
us deep and unfeigned humility, and an entire dependence 
upon God in Chriſt ; both which are very eſſential to our 
duty. It tends alſo to keep down ſpiritual pride, ſelf.wiſ- 

dom, ſelf-ſufficiency and ſelf-righteouſteſs ; all which are 
very noxious to our ſouls, and very diſhonouring ts our God 

Redeemer. It cures. us, ſo far as it. prevails, of that 
woeful dependence upon means and ſubordinate cauſes, as 
to ſoul and body, which is ſo natural to us; and teaches 
= us, while we uſe and attend upon them ſeriouſly, diligently. 
and perſeveringly, as commanded of God, to look for the 
ſucceſs wholly and only from his ſovereign grace, will and 
power. In a word, it diſpoſes us to preſerve entire to him 

the glory of all that he hath done for us or in us; and e 

caft our crowns before his throne! Without this deep hu- 
miliation, Chriſtians are but little prepared for ſeeing his 
glory manifeſted in any eminent way: they would rob him 
of the honour of his great and mighty works, and either 
take it to themſelves, their duties and attainments, or give 
it to other creatures, to means and inſtruments. . But ze

ment, while their inward parts were: full of all unelean- 
neſs. Paul was a phariſee, and as touching the law he 
was blameleſs in the fight of men. But, was he a holy 
man at that time? Let his own words decide: Who was

ſecutor and injurious.”* Gendͤine morality is the mk 
effect of union to Jeſus Chriſt. From this myſterious, ſpi- 
ritual, and divine union, all true holineſs proceeds. No 
union, no holineſs. That morality which appears in the 
conduct and deportment of many is a ſort of mock-holineſs. 
It is a ſelf-created goodneſs which they often ' admire, and 
with others ts admire with equal attention.

Theſe devoted | RA of our Saviour, took their leave of their chriſtian 


friends in the Metropolis, on the 5th Dec. and proceeded to Portſmouth, | 
in order to embark on board the H liſborough, a tranſport, in the ſervice of 
Government, under the command of Capt. Kingſton, who was engaged to 
carry out convicts to Port Jackſon. Previous to their failing, they had the 


ſatis faction of frequent iy aſſociating with the Miniſters and Brethren refiding- 
in that town and. its vicinity, as well as with thoſe friends who, like 
themſelves, had been conſecrated to Miſſionarv ſervice among the Heathen,

nicate thoſe circumſtances which took place on board the ſhip ref pecting the 

convicts, and which are of ſo pleaſing and important a nature as to have in- 


duced us to mention them ſeparately.— e doubt not the peruſal of them 


will produce both ſatis faction and thankfulneſs. As ſoon as it was under- 
ſtood that our Miſſionaries were to ſail as far as the Cape of Good Hope, 
in a veſſel that was to carry out convicts, the compaſſionate heart of Dr. 


Vanderkemp was earneſtly intereſted towards them, and in order that his 
anxiety to promote their ſalvation might, through the influence of divine | 


grace, be efficacieus, be engaged a few friends to raiſe a fund for the pur- 
chaſe of Bibles and religious TraQs to diſtribute among them; he loft no 
time in attempting to execute his benevolent purpoſe, although diſſuaded 
from it by the Captain, who aſſured him that his viſiting them would ex- 
poſe him at leaſt to inſult and robbery ; previouſly, however, to our ſtating 
the affect of this attempt, it is requiſite to advert to ſome occurrences 
which took plate abont the time of the ſhip's departure, by which a judg- 
ment may be formed of the character and diſpoſition of theſe con v icts, and 
of the powerfal influence of that Goſpel by which the chief of ſinners are 
ſaved, —it will lead us alſo to admire the wonderful ener gy of divine grace 


which inſpires believers with ſuch ardent affection and unwearried zeal to 


promote the ſalvation of thoſe who are ready to periſh. - 4 
A very few days before the Hillſborough left Portſmouth, ſome nayal 
officers went on board to ſearch for ſome ſeameh who had deſerted, and 


concealed themſelves among the convicts ; one of theſe offers emp | 


to approach the entrance of the orlop deck, was ſeized by the convicts, a 
wounded in the head with his own dagger ; he cried for mercy, and nar- 
rowly eſcaped with the loſs of his hat, the ſheath of his dagger, and his coat 
torn. Two days after a cutter, with ſome officers, and a detachment of 
marines came to.renew the attempt, but the convicts threatening to kill them 
if they entered, they deſiſted and withdrew. Dr. Vanderkemp, who had 
reviouſly introduced himſelf among them, by the diſtribution of his 
ibles, and conciliated their reverence and eſteem by the gentleneſs of his 
manners, obſerves, with thankfulneſs to God, who had given him ſich fa. 
vour in the ſight of the convicts, that at this very time of confuſion and 
deſperation, he could go among them without any fear, and converſe with 
them in their dark reſidence as freely as among lambs. About the ſame 
time the convicts had engaged in a plot to murder the officers, ſeize the 
Veſſel, and take her into a French port; this being providentially diſcovered, 
7 ..

ſoine of theſe unhappy criminals being led ta a juſt diſcernment and a deep 
compunction on account of that ſinful nature which had produced ſuch 
better fruit, and expoſed them to ſuch tremendous conſequences, were en- 
_abled alſo to take refuge in him who in due time died for the ungodly. 
Very ſoon. after the Miſſionaries had begun to preach and converſe among 
the convicts, they received a letter from ſame of them, 8 them for 
their kind attention zit is very probable this might have been written by an 
individual, who, during his confinement in Newgaie, was ſuppoſed to have 
received advantage from the religious inſtruct ion afforded himby ſome be- 
"nevolent Chriſtian, who was defirous of promoting his eternal intereſt. This 
encouraged them to perſevere in their exertions without ceaſing ; and about 
the firſt of January, one of the convicts of the name of Brown, informed 
them that a. great work of God was carried on of late among them, and 
that ſeveral were concerned about the beſt things; on the next day to 
of them expreſſed their defire to have an intereſt in Chriſt ; two others, who 
"a few days before had begun to file of their irons; informed Dr. Vander- 
Kemp thereof. voluntarily, that he might repreſent it favourably to the Cap- 
tain, and e their preſent diſpoſition to acquieſe in their deſerved 
puniſhment, On the 5th, another convict, of the name of Hicks, appeared 


to have a ſerious concern about his ſalvation; this was alſo the cafe. ſoon 


_ afterwards with Addle, who felt deeply the burden of his fins, andearneft- 
ly defired their forgiveneſs. ; |

Early in Feb. Brother Edmunds having preached in the orlop deck, was 
locked up in it from 10 to half-paſt 12, and had converſation with ſeve- 


ral of thoſe who were under deep conviction; one named Petry, mentioned, 


that in London, he frequently heard Miniſters of the Goſpel with great 
pleaſure, particularly the Rev. Mr. Scott, of the Lock, and Mr. Bennet, 
and was occafionally ſo deeply affected, that he could not reſtrain weepiag, 
but theſe impreſſions wore off, and he knew that he had not undergone. that 


change bf heart which every believer in Chriſt experienced. Our Brother 


exhorted him to be diligent in the means which God had appeinted, and 


to ſeek to him for a new heart and a right ſpirit. There is great reaſon to 
think that this ere became more deep and extenſive among 


them, as we flod that Brother Edwards, on the 18th Feb. ſuggeſted prayer 


meetings to them, on which occaſion, the convict Brown engaged in this 
_ *&vyotional exerciſe; and on the 3d March, ſeveral of them reſolved among 
themſelves to have theſe meetings regularly three times every week. Fr | 
is probable theſe, as well as the converſation and ſermons of the Brethren 
might be uſeful, as it appears that, ſubſequent thereto, ſome others wers

ſelt. denial and humility of theſe meek diſciples of our Lord, nor to that 
victorious grace by which they were animated, if we did not notice the 
circumſtanees under which they exerciſed their miniſtry. Very ſoon the 
| ſeeds of diſeaſeand of death appeared among the convicts, ſothat᷑ 44 ofthem 
died on their paſſage to the Cape; about 240 of them were in the orlop deck 
chained, as uſual, in pairs, hand to hand, or leg to leg. This place was per. 
fectly dark, except that a little light entered through the hatchways; and 
at firſt the rattling of the chains, and the dreadful imprecations which ert 
heard, ſuggeſted ideas of the moſt horrid and awful nature. After the 
putrid fever was among them, the loathſomeneſs of the ſituation was beyond 
deſcription ; and in this place; as well as in the hoſpital, ſurrounded with 
infed ion and death, our benevolent friends were daily employed in a 
- tempting to pluck theſe brands from the everlaſting burning. yy 
We are not without hopes that ſome of them are now before the throne, 
as the-firlt fruits of this M:fion, waſhed and purified in the ataning blood. 
One of the name of Curry, had earneſtly entreated that he might find grace 
in the ſigkt of God, and was ſeeking peace through the death of Chriſt, 
After he was taken ill; he felt the heavy impreſſion of his fins, which ne fear- 
ed would exclude him from ſalvation, nevertheleſs, with a trembling hope 
he departed, eleaving to him that receiveth ſinners, and ſaves at the eleventh 
-hour—and-the Brethren expreſs their belief that he had found mercy.  * 
Not only had ſome of. theſe Convidts meetings for prayer among them. 
ſelves, which we have no reaſon to doubt were obſerved with regularity 
and ſeriouſneſs, but there is ground to hope that ſacred exerciſes were be- 
come pleaſant to them, as it is remarked that whilſt Brother Edwards was 


once preaching in the'Hoſpital, they were overheard in the-engagements of | 


pſalmody in the orlop deck: The conſideration of theſe well authenti- 
cated facts cannot fail to excite in ferious minds the ſpontaneous ſentiments 
of admiration and praiſe z a ſhort time previoully, this place exhibited a 
ſcene of wretehedneſs and depravity, which furniſhed a type of the infer- 
nal regions: now, their awful-inprecations are changed into the langua 


of humble prayer, and ſome of thoſe who were in the very ſuburbs of hell, 


have learned the ſongs of Zion, and have fellowſhip with the ſaints. 
Wat mighty principle has performed theſe wonders? By what means 


have thefe Ethiopians changed their ſkins, theſe leopards their ſpots? Did. 


our brethren read lectures to them on the beauty of virtue, or on the fit- 
_ nels of things, and thus teach thoſe to do well, who hal been long ac- 


cuitomed to do evil? The apoſtles of morality are ſeldom found in hof- 


pitals or priſons, breathing infection and diſeaſe, and trying the efficacy of 
their principles on the chief of ſinners who are ripe for deſtruftion. Three 
of our brethren were ſimple ehriſtians, unlearned as the fiſhermen of Ga- 
lilee; and the other, though like St. Paul, endowed with various literature, 
yet like him alſo in the exeiciſe of his miniſtry, was determined to know 
nothing but Jeſus Chriit, even that crucified perſon; it is this deſpiſed, yet 
powertul dottrine which has atchieved thete wonders, raiſed theſe dead 
men to life, taught theſe ſons of Belial the language of Canaan, and ele- 
Vated theſe ſubjects of Satan from the brink of hell to the privileges of 
ſaints, and to the hopes of heaven. Who does not regret that our brethren 
were not able to accompany them to the place of their deſtination, and 
there watch over and promote their ſpiritual progreſs? and who does not 


breathe forth the ardent prayer, that He who begun this good work may

On their arrival at the Cape they were welcomed by their Chriſtian Bre- 
tren, who having been previouſly apprized of their coming, and of their 
principal object, had prepared comferiable accommodations for their re- 
ceplion. Here the bent dition of providence ſeemed alſo to attend them; 
a nes impulſe was given to the zeal and devotion of the brethren of 
Africa; an increaſed concern for the ſalvation of the Heathen prompted 
them to take meaſures for the eſtabliſhment of a miſſionary inſt: tution at 
the Cape and this place is likely to become 2 ſtation, of diſtinguiſhed im- 
portance for the extenſion of our Redeemer's kingdom. The Lieutenant - 
| Governor, General Dundas, who had well underſtood the beneficial effects 
 arifing from the miſſiona: y labours of the Moravian Brethren at Bavians 
Kloof and felt ſtrongly diſpoſcd to promote, them after; haying peruſed 
the Society?s letter addreſſed to the Governor, and their inſtryction to the _ 
Miſſionaries, kindly aſſured them of his protection and influence; for the 
particulars, however, of the oc curi ences here, we refer to the following let- 
ter written by Dr. Vanderkemp to the Directors. 
e © Dear Brethren in Chriſt, Capetovun, April 23:5, 1799, 
Captain Atkinſon, of the Oak, being determined to ſail to- mor- 
rom back to England, and willing to carry our letters, I feize with 
leaſure, this opportunity to ſend you our journal. We doubt not 
but it will excite the gratitude of the Directors of the Miſſionary So- 
ciety, and indeed of all the friends of the kingdom of Shriſt our God. 
We intend to continue our journal divided into numbers, each containing 
three months time. For this reaſon we have cloſed the preſent with Jr 
| March, but previouſly to our finiſhing the next we are enabled by the un- 
ſpeakable mercy of God, to inform you af the wonderful dealings of our 
| Lord n our favour from our firſt arrival on this continent to this day. 
As we hope we have found grace in the fight of our God, ſo we have found 
alſo grace in the fight of the people of this place, from the Lieutenant-Ge- 
vernor, General Dundas, to the meaneſt ſubject. His Excellency (to whom 
we have been introduced by the Fiſcal V. Ryneveld, who is at the head of 
the civil adminiſtration) has received us with uncommon civility, and 
aſſured us of his protection. His Excellency promiſed me yeſterday to 
write letters to the ſubordinate Magiſtrates in the country, to aſſiſt us in 
our journey to the Caffres, to which nation we hope to make our way with- 
in a few weeks, although the rainy ſeaſon be at hand, and notwithſtanding

C>ffraria in oppoſition te the Government, who, however, we expect will 

ſoon be diſpoſed to return to order and obedience. We ſee a Miſſionary field 
opened before us, of which we cannot even in imagination, diſcover the 
bounds. Even the moſt ſavage tribe of Hottentots, called Boſchemen, 
Have of late ſhe ven their deſire to be inſtructed in the way of' ſerving the 
God of the Chriſtians. . A pious coloniſt, anxious to put an end to an 
almoſt perpetual ſcene of murder and bipodfhed, has propoſed to them. a 
k-n'! of trcaiy of peace between the coloniſts and theſe wild Hottentots:s. 
this being brought to concluſion he kueeled down with his men on a held, 


the diſturbances, which of late have broken out among the Coloniſts near 
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an engaged in prayer and finging of hymns. The Boſchemen aſked with 
ſurpriſe the meaning of this ſolemnity; and having received for aniwer 
that it was a thankſgiving to God, and a demonſtration of joy on ac 


count of uo with the Boſchemen, they bewailed their ignorance'of 


that God, ged that inſtructors might be ſent to them, to teach them 


the Chriſtian religion, that they with united hearts might ſerve and praiſt 


the ſame God with them. Brother Edwards ſeems to be inclined to under- 
take an exploratory excurſion to this people, but our number is too ſmall 
yet to eſtabliſly a miſſion among them; for this reaſon I find myſelf preſſed 
to propoſe that at leaſt ſix M üſſionaries might be ſent, if poſſible, well ac- 

uainted with the Dutch language, to the Cape, in order to proceed from 
that promontory to the interior parts of Africa in different directions 3 
and 1 muſt rep: at my former ideas of forming at his place a depot or re. 
| omar of approved Miſſionaries ſent from England and Holland, to be 

orwarded from this town to any pait of Aſia or Africa. 2 


hope that we ſhall be enabled to inform you in our next, of the erection 


of a Miſſionary Society in Africa. I have hitherto been ſueceſsful in pre- 
paring the minds of ſome of God'- people, beſides the Miniſters of this 
town, to co- operate te this effect. Rev. Mr. Vos, Miniſter in tue land of 
Waveren, who is in this cauſe very zealous and warm, is actually here, 
and favours our proceedings with al! his might. To- morrow we thall have 
our firſt preparatory meeting to the formation of this Society. It would 
have been attempted ſooner had I not heen obliged to take a journey to the 
Moravian Brethren in Bavian', Kloof, with whom I have concerted'a plan 
of mutual aſſiſtance and correſpondence. A young farmer who lives near 
the Caffresꝰ country, but is at preſent here, has given us the firſt inſtrue - 
tions in the language of that people, and we deſpair not to attain it. 
The incloſed packet, we hope you will be ſo kind as to ſend with the 
firſt convenieney to Holland, and as it ſeems too big for the poſt, - and 
therefore might be detained at London, we requeſt that the letters may be 
ſeparately forwarded as icon as poſſible. , And now, dear Brethren, we re- 


commend ourſelves to your Prayers, and thoſe of our dear friends and 


uſe.

In 1751, Mr. W. married Sarah, the third daughter of 
the late eminently pious Mr. Williams, of Kidderminſter, 
whole character _ diary are well-known in the religious 
world. She was truly an excellent woman, and finiſhed 
her courſe with joy, in 1778 ; her funeral ſermon was de- 
livered by Mr. Olding of Deptford. = 1 
They had three children: the eldeſt, Marth, married the 
Rev. Mr. Hamilton, now of Brighton, who was ſome years 
aſſiſtant to her father. The ſecond, Sarah, married Mr. 
Samuel Addington, (eldeſt ſon of the late Dr. Addington of 
Miles's-lane) in 1776, and died in 1781, in a moſt happy 
and triumphant manner; leaving one child, named after her 
mother, who alſo died at eight years of age, in June, 1787; - 
and her deceaſe was particularly noticed by her grand-fa- 
ther, in one of his printed diſcourſes, in the following 
terms“. I will conclude with ſaying (and I ſpeak it to 
the honour of free grace) the Lord heard prayer for my 
dear grandchild, whom a few days ago he took from me by 
death. During the ſpace of ſeven months ſhe endured a 
painful and heavy affliction with great patience ; and when 
there was no hope of recovery, many ſupplications were 
offered, that before her departure ſhe might be helped to 
utter ſomething, which ſhould by a ſatisfactory evidence of 
a good work begun in her ſoul. Accordingly, the day be- 
fore ſhe died, ſhe- liſted up her hands in bed, and prayed 
that the Lord would pardon all her ſins, and take from her 
the heart of flone, and give her the heart of fleſh. And 
within an hour or two of her departure ſhe was heard to ſay 
in the words of Jacob, I will not let thee go, except thou 
bien oo me big att oe net 27 FR” : 
Mr. W. 's third child was a fon,” named Joſeph, who was 
placed out to buſineſs, but died before the expiration of his 
apprenticeſhip. This, youth diſcovered a gaiety of temper 
which afforded ſome concern to his venerable parent; but 
his laſt illneſs was ſanctified, and in 1784, he alſo finiſhed 
his courſe with joy; and his own father preached his fune- 
ral ſermon from thofe ſtriking words of the father of the pro- 
digal: This my ſon was dead; and is alive again: was loſt 
and is found f.“ A difcourſe which has been much admired 
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and made uſeful to others. Soon after this Mr. W. loſt 
his eldeſt brother alſo a gentleman of large fortune, and of 
honourable character, whoſe funeral ſermon (a moſt af.

During the whole of his long life, Mr. W. maintained 
the character of a judicious, evangelical, and experimental 
divine; a fincere, eminent, and conſiſtent Chriſtian. Thoſe 
who were acquainted with him in the pulpit only, knew- 
not half his worth. He was deeply concerned for the ſal- 
vation of 'his children-and ſervants. He had the pleaſure 
to ſee all his children ſet out in the ways of God, and two 
of them, as above obſerved, happily complete their courſe 
before him. Three of. his ſervants, who came into his 
houſe ignorant and careleſs, afterwards joined his church, 
bleſſing God for their introduction to ſuch a family, and 
attributing their firſt ſerious impreſſions to the domeſtic in- 
ſtruction of their maſter. - '$ pos | 
After preaching on Lord's-day, March 17, 1799, with 
peculiar animation, he was ſeized with an oppreſſion of 
his breath, and other complaints to which he was previouſly 
ſubject. Theſe continued growing worſe till his diſmiſhon 
from the body on the 29th of the ſame month. A friend 
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calling one day hoped to have found him better by the ac- 
count received from his houſe-keeper on the preceding 
day; he replied, They are very kind, but they know not 
my feelings. I know aſſuredly I ſhall not live many days. 
I have had many warnings, but this is the ſummons to call 
me home, nor does it in the leaſt 2 2 me. For I know 
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my foundation ſtands ſure, and that I ſhall ſoon be at the 
right hand of God, as certainly as that I now exiſt. O to 
be free from ſin, perfect in holineſs, and immediately to paſs 
into glory] my heart rejoices at ſuchꝭ a tranſition. But, O 
the wanderings of my heart !

Other manuſcripts 
bad been produced to me at different places in the courſe 
of my journey; and on recounting thoſe I had before ſeen; 

ole which were now ſhewn to me, and interrogating 
the ſchoolmaſter on the ſubject, I diſcovered that the 
Negroes are in poſſeſſion (among others) of an Arabic Ver- 
ſion of the Pentateuch of Moſes, which they call Taureta 
la Mooſa. This is ſo highly eſteemed that it is often ſold 


for the value of one prime ſlave. They have likewiſe a 


Verſion of the pſalms of David (Zabora Dawidi) and laſtly 
the book of Iſaiah, which they call Lingeeli la Iſa, and 
it is in very high eſteem. I ſuſpect indeed, that in all theſe 
copies there are ee of ſome of the peculiar te- 


nets of Mahomet, for I could diſtinguiſh, in many paſſages, 


the name of the Prophet. It is poſfible, however, that 
this circumſtance might otherwiſe have been accounted 
for, if my knowledge of the Arabic had been more exten- 
five. By means of thoſe books many of the Negroes have 
acquired an acquaintance with ſome of tlie remarkable 
events recorded in the Old Teſtament. The aceount of our 
firſt Parents, the Death of Abel, the Deluge, the Lives of 


Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob, the Story of Joſeph and his 


Brethren, the Hiſtory of Moſes, David, Solomon, &c. ; 
all theſe have been related to me in the Mandingo lan- 


uage, with tolerable exactneſs, by different people; and my 


urpriſe was not greater on hearing theſe accounts from the 
lips of the Negroes, than theirs on finding that I was already, 
acquainted with them; for though the Negroes in general 
have a very great idea of the wealth and power of the Eu- 
_. ropeans, I am afraid that the Mahometan converts among 

them think but very lightly of our ſuperior - attainments in 
religious knowledge. The white traders in the maritime 


diſtricts take no pains to counteract this unhappy prezudice ; 


always performing their own devotions in ſecret, and ſel- 
dom condeſcending to converſe with the Negroes in a 


friendly and inſtructive manner. To me, therefore, it was 
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not ſo much a ſubject of wonder as matter of regret-to ob- 


ſerve, that while the ſuperſtition of Mahomet has in this 
manner ſcattered a few faint beams of learning among theſe 
poor people, the precious light of chriſtianity is altogether 
excluded. I could not but lament; that, although the coaft 


of Africa has now been known and frequented by the Eu- 


ropeans for more than two hundred years, yet the Negroes 


ſtill remain entire ſtrangers to the doctrines of our holy re- 


ligion. We are anxious to draw from obſcurity the opinions 
and records of antiquity, the beauties of Arabian and Aſia- 


tic literature," &.; but while our libraries are thus ſtored, 


witi the learning of various countries, we diftribute with 


a parſimonious Hand the bleffings of religious truth to the | 
benighted nations of the earth. The natives of Afia derive 


but little advantage in this reſpect from an intercourſe with 


us; and even the poor Africans,” whom we affect to con- 


ſider as barbarians, lobk upon us, I feat; as little better than 


a race of formidable, but ignorant, heathens. When I pro- 
duced Richardſon's Arabic Grammar to ſome flaves on the 


Gambia, they were aftoniſhed to think that any European, 


ſhould underſtand and write the ſacred language of their 


religion. At firſt they fufpected it might have heen written 


by ſome of the flaves carried from the coaſt; but on a - 
were ſatisfied that no Bufhreen 


cloſer examination th reen 
could write ſuch beautiful Arahic ; and one of them offered 
to give me an aſs and ſixtcen bars of goods if I would part 
with the book. Perhaps a ſhort and eafy introduction to 
chriſtianity, ſuch as is found in ſome of the catechiſms for 
children, elegantly printed in Arabic, and diſtributed on 
different parts of the coaſt, might have a wonderful effect. 
The expence would be but trifling ; curioſity would induce 
many to read it; and the evident ſuperiority which it would 
poſſeſs over their preſent manuſcripts, both in point of ele- 
gance and cheapneſs, might at laſt obtain it a place among 
the ſchool books of Africa.

About this time, being ſoon after the Toleration Act paſſed in 16893 


Thomas Grove, Eſq. of Fern, in the ſame pariſh (of whom the remark- 


able tory is related in the Non-conformiſts Memorial, Vol. II, page 503) 
opened his large manſion · houſe for the worſhip of God, where good Mr. 


Ince, the Shepherd, one of the ejected miniſters, preached for many years, 


and raiſed a reſpectable church. There Mrs. Foot conſtantly attended, 
until the patron and his lady died, and there aroſe a ſucceſſor which 


knew neither Mr. Ince, nor his Maſter. Then the people built the 


preſent meeting at Birdbuſh, near Dunhead, which ſhe well remembered, 
and where the people of Tiſbury attended for ſeveral years. But as it 


was inconvenient for them, being fix miles diſtant, and they became able 
to build a place of their own, they erected their preſent meeting in the year 
1726. At the age of eighteen ſhe joined the church at Birdbuſh, which 
was then in a flouriſhing ſtate, and continued an uſeful and ornamental 


member thereof, until ſhe joined; the church triumphant. 0 
At the age of about 23, ſne was married to Mr. John Foot of the ſame 
place; and ten years after it pleaſed God to take away her huſpand by a 
ſtroke the moſt afflictive that innocence could ſuffer. He, being indiſpoſed, 
defired his wife to give him ſome powders which were in the cupboard, 


This ſhe did; and immediately after w__ them, he perceived, that he had 
0 


taken arſenic, which had been put there for the purpoſe of deſtroying rats. 
Help was quickly procured, but in vain. He died; and thus was ſhe 
deprived of her only earthty ſupport, and left with a ſmall family.” This 


was a moſt trying time: ſhe uſed to ſpeak of it as the moſt ſevere trial 
the ever knew, and admired God's goodneſs in fupporting her. Faith in 


Chriſt was her only conſolation, and a throne of grace her refuge.

When we ſpeak to a neighbour or a ſtranger on divine things, he is apt to 


conſider us as aſſuming the place of a maſter, and ſetting up for his ſuperior 


in knowledge and goodneſs, Pride inftantly takes the alarm. He fcorns 


to be dictated to, as he conceives it. His heart is ſteeled againſt counſel, 
and a tart anſwer, expreſſive of diſdain, is all the fruit of our labour. But 
when a little tra& is put into his hands, the teacher is not the giver of the 


book: but a third perſon, an-abſent lettered ſage. It is read apart from 
him who gave it, The. idea of inferiority, which was fo mortifying, is re- - 


moved. ere is not that enmity againſt the paper and print, which was 


- 


raiſed by the preſence and living voice of the inſtructor; and he liſtens 


with greater candour and patience. This method has more the appear- . - 


ance of a perſon's teaching himſelf, than when he is ſpoken to by another, 


and is on that account more agreeable to his feelings, and the truth is more 


readily received. Some are acceffible in no other way. UE, 
It is more extenſive in its uſe than any other method of conveying religious 
knowlellge which a private chriſtian can employ. Perſonal inſtruction 
muſt, from the time it requires, be limited to tew comparatively. A re- 
ligious tract contains a plain, ferious and ftriking lecture on the ſalvation 


of the ſoul. It would require half an hour to deliver its contents; and 


they might ſlip out of the memory, and could not afterwards be recalled. 
But it is given away in an inſtant: it may be peruſed and re-peruſed at 


* Pleaſure; and the truth may thus flow through a great variety of chan- 


nels. An intimate and reſpected friend has for ſome time endeavoured to 
do good in this way: and what can be dene, may be learnt from his prac- 


- 


tice. | He always keeps by him a ſtore of tracts of different kinds, and 


ſuited to different characters; and he pays particular attention to cha- 


racter in the diſtribution. He gives them to his poor neighbours, and 
to people who call at his honſe, When he walks out, he tries to get into 
converſation with thoſe he meets, and puts a tract into their hands.. He 
gives them to. children to read to their parents. When he travels, religious 
tracts are a neceſſary part of his baggage. If he ſees a perſon walking 


along the road, who. is likely to liſten to inftruftion, he reaches him a 


tract. At every turnpike he hands the gate-keeper one; and wiſhes him 


God's bleſſing with it. When he comes to an inn, he puts a tract into the 


hands of the waiter, the ſervant-maid, and the hoſtler; the driver never 
fails to have two or three. If he ſaunter about the town, he looks into the 
habitatior's of the poor, and talks-kindly to them, and gives the parents or 
the childien one or two of his little books, with an affectionate wiſh' that 


Sad may vleſs them. When he ſtops at a friend's houſe, he preſents them 


to the children and ſervants. Beſides theſe perſonal diſtributions, he ſends 
parcels of his tracts to miniſters of his acquaintance, and other friends in 


the country, for them to diſtribute in a ſimilar manner. When it is con- 


fidered, that a tract given by a friend recommends it to an attentive pgru- 
ial; and when by a ranger, excites curioſity to ſee what it contains; and

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. that each of theſe tracts may be read not only by the perſon who receives 
it, but by four or five. more who compoſe his houſhold ; and that it may

Who can 
read the ſixteenth chapter of the Acts and be diſcouraged ? Twice were 
Paul and Silas forbidden of the Holy Ghoſt to preach the Goſpel in places 
where they aſſayed to go, and called of the Lord by a viſion in the 
night to paſs over from Aſia to Macedonia in Europe. After a proſper- 
ous voyage they arrived at Philippi, the principal city. But no ſooner had 
they begun their labours than their ſafferings commenced. They were 
beaten with rods, caſt inte priſon, and violently driven ont of the lace, with 
no other immediate ſigns of ſucceſs than the converſion of Lydia and the 
Jailor z yet was the ſeed ſown that ſprang up and bare fruit, as St. Paul's 
Epiſtle to the Church at Philippi, written about ten years after, demon- 
ſtrates, in which he expreſſes his confidence, that he, who had begu 
a good work in them, would perform it until the day of Jeſus Chrift.* 


It therefore becomes us allo patiently to wait, and confidently hope that 


God will hereafter make known his merciful deſign, reſpecting the inha- 
bitants of Otaheite, Whoever peruſes our Miſſionary Journal muſt con- 
feſs that the hand of God was evidently diſplayed in conducting the meſs 
ſengers of the Goſpel thither ; and though they have withdrawn or been 
expelled, a ſeed may yet ariſe to ſerve the Lord, and welcome, with gra · 
titude, future labourers. „ 1 
It is at all times incumbent on us to truſt in the Lord, and to believe 
that every providential event is the effect of a ſovereignty which is equally” 
holy, wiſe, and good; nor is it proper in us to expect that a ſpecific rea- 
ſon for every diſpenſation ſhould be apparent to our underſtandings ; yet 
divine condeſcenſion frequently throws a radiance around its proceedings, 
by which the ways of God are juſtified to men. The capture of the, 
Duff appeared to us an event involved in myſtery. We could not account 
for that divine interdiction, by which the ſettlement of the Miſſionaries, 


intended for Otaheite, was prevented. But now we ſee reaſon to adore the 


wiſdom and goodneſs which ſpared our brethren the deep and painful per- 
| plexity they muſt have experienced on their arrival, in finding no Chriſ- 
tian friends to welcome them there, and no ſatisfactory information to 
form a plan for their ſettlement elſewhere. Thus theſe different diſpen- 
ſations, which took place in very diſtant parts of the world, have, not- 

withſtanding, a moſt gracious and merciful connection. _

It may be proper to obſerve that ipformation of this event reached us on

We conclude, by reminding our Friends of the urgent neceſſity of re- 
pairiug the injury our funds have ſuſtained, by circumſtances, againſt | 
which no inſurance could provide.

When arrived to the age of ſeventeen I heard the goſpel 
preached by Mr. Whitfield and others in connection with 
him, which opened my eyes, and convinced me that I had 
not committed the unpardonable fin: This afforded me 
matter of the higheſt joy; and I began to feek the Lord 
with all poffible diligence and fincerity of ſoul. Yet I la- 
boured under ſtrong doubts of my intereſt in Chriſt, on ac- 
count of the many corruptions of my heart; when the 
Lord, in a moſt extraordinary manner, deeply impreſſed on 
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my mind that paſſage of ſcripture, Rom. iv. 18. Who 
againſt hope believed in hope.” Theſe words led me to 


think, that if Abraham, the father of the faithful, was ena- E 


bled againſt hope to believe in hope, well might I do the 
ſame. And ſuch was the effect it produced on all the powers 
of my mind, and fuch the joy that experienced, that with 
propriety, I may ſay, it was w/peake »h and full of glory. 
This remained with me for ſeveral years“ ö 
| Thus the Lord prepared his ſervant, firſt by temptation, 
and then by conſolation, for the great work he had tor him 
to do; and now we find him applying himſelf in earneſt to 
thoſe means of improvement which were within his reach, 
and ſoon after appearing in public life. Of this he gives the 
following account: VHP . 
« My heart being thus filled with love to God, and 
zeal for his cauſe, I began to think of devoting myſelf to 
the miniſtry ; accordingly I applied to ſtudy, and to im- 
prove my mind, ſo far as my time and circumſtances would 
admit. After ſome time Ifelt it my duty to read the works of 
pious authors to my friends and neighbours ; and at length 
_ attempted to deliver my own thoughts on ſelect parts of the | 
word of God. The firſt time J engaged in this religious 
_ exerciſe in the preſence of a few perſons one young man 
was ſeriouſly and deeply imprefled, and afterwards became 
& uſeful preacher in Mr. Whitfield's connection. This teſ- 
timony of the divine approhation greatly encouraged me to 
go on, and it pleaſed God to add many ſeals to my poor 
weak endeavours, to promote the intereſt of Chriſt in the 
falvation of loſt ſinners .. r 
Here the Lord's hand was viſible, and his call to his ſer- 
vant evident. Mr. M. was now but a youth, and deſtitute 
of human accompliſhments, yet his firſt diſcourſe was the 
mean of converting a ſinner, who became afterward a 
uſeful miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt. . EEE 
About this time Mr. M. married Miſs Ann Twyning, a 
young lady of a very reſpectable family in South Wales, 
bh whom he had nine children, three of whom ſurvive 
him.

This view of things g ay diſtreſſed me, and [ 
knew not what ſteps ti take. A this time 1 was afflicted 
with a,violent and obſtinate ague, Which continued nearly 
twelve Weeks; but I conſidered it as a remarkable inſtance 
E@poodneſs of God, that during this long period, the 
fits never ſeized me on the Lord's day, ſo that I loſt not 
one ſabbath ; and the Lord crowned my labours with ſome 
ſucceſs; a few perſons were brought under ſerious impreſ- 
fions, and the audience greatly increaſed.

_ « Inthe year 1760, I received a call from the Church 
of Chriſt at Plymouth; and upon due deljheration, con- 
fultation, and prayer, I clearly ſaw it waß duty to ac- 
cept the invitation; therefore, having provided a miniſter 
for Brinkworth, I removed my family early in the ſpring 
of 1761.

The laws of France would not admit of the Duff 
being ranſomed for any ſum, and the laws of England are alſo, at preſent, 


pointedly againſt it, 


The anxiety and feelings of my mind cannot poſſibly be deſcribed; but 
amidſt them all it highly þecomes me io acknowledge the marvellaus lov- 
ing kindneſs of the Lord towards us. During our paſſage from England 
to this place, every miſſionary, mariner, woman and child was endowed 
with good health, and the ſhip in our way hither had not met with any ac-

Fear and bope, 
diftruſt and confidence, had their alternate reign. Captain Carbonal, how- 
ever, always preſented the brighteſt ſide of our cireumſtances, by ſaying 
that he doubted not of being enabled to obtain liberty for us all from the 
governor of this port, under certain limitations and reſtriftions. But a 
change having recently taken place in the Viceroy of Buenos Ayres, the 
Capital of this country, orders had been received by the governor from the: 


new vice king not to ſuffer any Engliſh priſoners, for the preſent, to be 


landed. Our women, children, Mr. Turner, and the boys, all conſequent. 
ly remained on board the Duff; and we had the happineſs of immediately 
learning, that they continued all well, and that they had been moſt hu- 
manely and kindly treated by M. Riviere the prize-maſter.

The news of their arrival was 
no doubt a mean of preventing the med itated attack. Thus cireumſtanted 
we held a meeting to conſider what means would be moſt prudent to adopt; 
ben it was propoſed to remove to ſome iſland in the vicinity af Otaheite 
and write to Ss Directors by the Nautilus, and inform them of qur tu. 
ation; but, as no place afforded us the leaſt proſpect of an aſylum, this 
plan was given up. Several of the brethren then declared that they were 
wearied out hy continual watching, andavouid no longer bear arms; that

lent inſinuations: one ſpeaketh peaceably to his neigh-

evil ſpirits had been firſt in the lift of thoſe on whom ſuch 


cenſures are inflicted ; for liars, whoremongers and idola- 
ters, with every thing that worketh abomination and maketli 
a lie, ſhall have their portion in the lake that burns with 
fire and brimſtone. — prepoſterous to expoſe to public 
view tlioſe who in the violence of temptation have fallen 
in the ſnare, who feel the pangs of godly ſorrow for their 
offence, while others regardleſs of all truth, frame falſe- 
hood, and utter deceit, to the wounding of the innocent, 
and the diſſolving of the moſt ſacred ties of friendſhip with 
impunity; and in a ſanctimonious manner, obſerve all the

His 
apoſtles affert that the natural or unrenewed man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God; but that his carnal mind is en- 
mity againſt God, Thoſe for whom Chriſt died, are the 
ungodly and unjuſt. The! beft men that ever lived have ab- 
horred themſelves.

It is alſo confeſſed and bewailed by all who are in 
the way to heaven. 8 

He who is thus ſinful, muſt be miſerable. Sin brought death 
and every woe into the world. It is a vale of tears, becauſe the 
theatre of wickedneſs. In our ſorrows we read our ſins, In 
the natural world the religious philoſopher reads the evidence 
of it's Author's diſpleaſure with it's ſinful inhabitants. Man 
gets his bread by the ſweat of his brow, becauſe of fin. We 
read the fall of man in the ſpontaneous produce of the earth ; 
in the rigours of winter, and in the ſuffocating heats of ſum- 
mer; in terrible ſtorms, exceſſive rains, ruinous inundations. 
The man muſt be blind who beholds it not in the noiſome pri- 
fon, and the frightful gibbet. How viſible is it in hoſtile fleets 
and armies, with all their inſtruments of death? Whatever is 
found, whether in the animal or vegetable parts of the creation, 
| huriful to man, may be brought in evidence of his fall from 
God. Work-houſes, hoſpitals, and infirmaries, with all the 
diſcaſes incident to the body, and death at the cloſe ; all, all 1 


3s void of all good, it is full of all evil. It is dreadfully ſwollen . 
with pride, vanity, and ambition. It is ſadly infected with 
covetouſneſs, jealouſy, and impatience.” It is replete with en- 
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teſt the ſolemn truth. The learned profeſſions, whether their 
object be to ſecure our rights, reſtore our health, or fave out 
ſouls, prove our fall; in as much as they are only rendered ne- 
ceffary by man's 8 V . 
The miſeries of this N. opeter varied, great and heavy, 
end with life. Death terminates all ſublunary things; but the 
finite creatute has line againſt the infinite Creator, and 
apainſt infinite obligations; and, as ſuch, is become obnoxious - 
to infinite puniſhment. His ſufferings cannot atone for his 
ſins, and therefore he is liable to ſuffer for ever, Having loſt 
the image of God we are expoſed to the curſe of his law. We 
are under the power of Satan, and expoſed to thoſe vials of end- 
leſs wrath prepared for the Devil and his followers. How 
dreadful. the puniſhment which ee men and the 
moſt diſtant hopes of happineſs ! The puniſhment of pain and 
loſs, Which even the terms Hell, unquenchable 45 and blackneſs 
of darkneſs for ever, &c. fail fully to expreſs? In this point of 
view, what a poor, diſeaſed, deſtitute, enſlaved pitiful object is 
fallen man ! If in the midſt of it he fancies himſelf well, ſtill, 
greater is the cauſe of lamentation Who that is raiſed by the 
Redeemer from the ruins of the fall, would not fly to alarm his 
fellow men of their dreadful danger, and point them to the ſafe. 
and tried remedy. Such is the grand object of the Miſhonary 
Society.

ITY diſpatches, dated May iſt, from Captain Robſon, apprized, 
us that he was about to leave Monte Video in a few days, and pro- 
ceed to Rio Janeiro, uncertain whether he ſhould there procure. a convey- 
ance to England, or to the places of his original deſtination. But hav- 
ing juſt received another letter from him, dated Liſbon, the ad inſtant, 
we haſten to relieve the anxiety of the friends of our inſtitution, by in. 
forming them that he and all the Miſſionaries ſafely arrived there the 2 1 
of laſt month, after experiencing a peculiar Providence, as the annexed 
letter, received this morning from Mr. Howell, will ſufficiently explain. 
On their arrival at Liſbon, a mercantile houſe, through the recommen- 
dation of Captain Todd, readily ſupplied Captain Robſon with caſh 1 
defrayiog their paſſage to England, which he procured in two veſſels, one 
to London and the other to Falmouth, as appears by the following en- 
tract from his letter.

SOMETIME ago, I took a jaunt up the river about 80 miles, in the 
Ea who knew the country 
and language, I had an opportunity of ſeeing much of the manners and 


_ cuſtoms of the natives, who, I am ſorry to find, agreeable” to report, are 


a.deceitful and diſhoneſt people, and ſome of their age rites and ſu- 


perſtitions groſs and abominable. The following are of that deſcription. 
Almoſt every family of reſpeRability and. property has houſehold idols 
to whom they pay their devotions; particularly one of greater importance 


and magnitude, which I believe they annually decorate at great expence, 


and throw into the Ganges; out of which, after remaining there ſome 
time, and leaving all its trappings and ornaments behind, they draw the 


| ſkeleton of the idol, being compoſed of bamboos, and again replace it in 
its former ſeat in the houſe. Their lavations, ceremonies, and devotions, 


in and about the Ganges, are endleſs. Innumerable are the fick, who 
from great diſtances are brought to the banks of it to die into which, 
when they are dead, they are inſtantly thrown (as indeed all who die near 
it) where they are devoured by fiſhes, ſea-fowls or wild beaſts ; or carried 


dawn to the ſea, ſome leagues into which they have been feen floating. 


Horrid and barbarous cuſtoms! But happy would it be for the credit 
of human nature, if thdſe were the worſt! The practice, two inſtances 


which I faw, of burning widows along with the corpſes of their deceaſed 


huſbands, is ill more barbarous and horrid. The manner of performing 
this infernal cuſtom is partly as follows. Having dug 3 round pit in 


the ground, commonly near the river Ganga, (as they emphatically. 


call the Ganges) and erevted a large pile of wood, &c, they _um 
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he corpſe on it, and after performing a number of ceremonies by the 
__ Brahmans, Widow, &c.. and having led her three times round the 4755 
they place her like wiſe upon it in a conjugal poſture with the corpſe of the. 
dieceaſed huſband ; immediately after which they are covered over with a 
LE B y of jvel, which is preſſed and held down with ſtrong bamboos 
by two or more men; then the pile is fired, and burning with the greateſt 
fury, inſtantly. ſuffocates the woman, who is ſeldom after ſeen to ſtir, and 
Toon conſumes the bodies, In the mean time the Brahmin's relations, &c. 
run backward and forward round the pile with their hands ſometimes lifted 
up, and, in their own way, pray (I believe) that the ſoul of the perſon 
may have a ſpeedy and fafe conveyance to heaven, of which, in ſuch cir- 
cumſtances, they have no doubt for they believe theſe things to be meri- 
torious of future happineſs. ' Alas! for the ignorance of mau! But this is 
not all; ſome of ther devotees who.aſpire to a higher degree of honour 
and happineſs than their neighbours, one of which 4 ſaw, hold up one of 
»their arms for many years, till it becomes quite ſtiff, and the nails grow 
through the backs cf their hands, repeating, at the ſame time, one or more 
of the names of their Idols. The arm of the man, which I ſaw, was become 
quite {tiff in an ere& poſture, as if it had been its natural poſition, and his 
nails were of an enormous length, though, by accident, not grown into his 
band. As might be expected, he was of a gloomy melancholy appearance, 
would not ſpeak to any, but conſtantly in a low tone, repeated the name 
of his dumb and deaf idol. O that they were wile, that they knew the name 
of the true God, and Jeſus Chriſt, whom be hath ſent! Another of their 
ſuperſtitions, which is the laſt that at this time I ſhall mention, is equally 
barbarous and abſurd, which, is fitting night and day furrounded with fire 
in the hot ſeaſon, and in water in the cold; how long, indeed, I cannot 
fay ; but I am ready to think, that, in ſuch circumſtances, it can be 
long. May the Lord have mercy on them ! O what need have they of the 
 Gſpel, and inſtruftion in the knowledge of the truth as it is in Jeſvs ! 
This, according to his word, we rejoice to know will one day be the caſe; 
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the Lord haſten it in his own time Amen. Wot!

Having proceeded with 
the utmoſt violence in this work for ſome time, they went 
about ſecking after the 1 0K whom they cruelly. whipped 
till their cries pierced my foul from every quarter, but they 
had no mercy, and many of my neighbours died a few days 
afterwards of the wounds they had received. They fre- 
quently came near the place where I was concealed, but 
their eyes were holden that they did not fee me. At laſt it 
pleaſed the Lord, when he had firſt prepared me for it, to 
let me alſo fall into their hands, and ſhare in the general

In 
the warinth of his heart Mr. Tennent communicated this 
circumſtance to a teligious friend, and by ſome means it

One morning the good: Miniſter taking an early walk to 
the houſe of a planter, at ſome diſtance from his own, the 
_ | youth unexpectedly came in with his fowling-piece, and 
ſome birds which he had ſhot : on ſeeing Mr. Tennent he 
would fain haveretired, but as the good man hadplaced him-- 
ſelf between him and the door, he could not paſs him.” Mr. 
Tennent, with great good humour, entered into converſation 
wich him, examined his gun, and told the youth that he had 
been a ſportſman in the earlier time of his lite, and though 
he thought the piece which his young friend had was a good 
one, that which he had ſtill at home was a better, and preſ- 
ſed him to go home with him and look at it. The temp- 
tation was too ſtrong to be reſiſted, and his former determi- 
nation never to enter Mr. Tennent's door was entirely for- 
Fung ; and the more ſo when he had examined, and was 
begged to accept, his friend's fowling-piece. Wiſhing to 
bring him by degrees to an attention to better things, Mr. 
Tennent engaged his promite to breakfaſt with him, and 
propoſed, as was his uſual cuſtom, to read a chapter, and go 
to prayer with his family: though the youth did not greatly 
reliſh the propoſal, gobd manners farbad. him to oppole it + 
and after reading a portion of ſcripture, they knelt down,—

Not only for our own information, but becauſe much enquiry is made from 
all quarters, with the moſt tender ſympathy, we beg of you to give us through 
the hands of our brother Latrobe, all intelligence you have concerning thoſe 
painful events, eſpecially if any thing has been printed; being not only deſirous 
to know. the facts themſelves, but particularly how the minds of the ſociety 
have been affected by them, and heartily wiſhing to glerify God, in viewing 
your undounted reſolution to perſevere, though, perhaps, Otaheite will be 
For ſometime inacceſſible. There are Heathens enough under the awe of 
civilized governments, who would protect your Miſſionaries, eſpecially when 

women and children are to be conſidered. | 

To turn to a more pleaſing object, our hearts are much refreſhed at ſee- 
ing the Miſſionary ſpirit diffuſing itlelf for the benefit of the unenlightened 
parts of your own country. You aſk in your letter to the Miniſters Con- 
terence, what means are uſed by the lovers of the Goſpel in theſe parts to 
give it the moſt univerſal ſpread? To this we of the Brethren's Church 
anſwer, that we know by the experience of -vpwaids of 6@ years, that con-

cem for the heathen at home, is inſeparable from concern for the heathen 
abroad; and you feeling both impulſes at once is to us the molt convincing 
proof, that you are engaged in a work of God. We have had from the 
beginning inſtitutions very much reſembling what you call itinerancy. In 
many provinces of Germany, in Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Livoma, ane 
Switzerland, there are labourers appointed, whole buſineſs it is conſtantld 
to make a tour through their diſtriéts, viſiting in houſes, and, if it can by 
done with ſafety, keeping meetings with the people. But you are aware, 
that by means of your happy conſtitution, you enjoy much more liberty in | 
England for this purpoſe than we can pretend to in other countries.  Boldly 
building a Goſpel chapel in the face of a Socinian ate miniſter is to be 
praRtiſed no where but in England. Where we have regular meeting- - 
heuſes, e. g. in Copenhagen, Stockholm, Gothenburg, Konigſberg, 
Peterſburg, &c, we have acquired them by application to Government, at 
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the hazard of meeting with a refuſal. eee e TT 

You mention the circulating of ſmall tracts as a very good means to pro- 
mote the knowledge of Chriſt. We are quite of your mind, and have not : 
neglected this ſervice. It was much the ſubſect of converſation in the laſt 

Miniſters“ Conference, and as the minutes will be read in manuſcript very 
extenſively in almoſt all Proteſtant countries of Europe, we do not doubt, 
but the impreſſion will be general. It was by means of this conference 
that your ſocicty was firſt made known in Germany, and when the printed 
volume was publiſhed, all minds were well APs to demand it eagerly, 
ſo that a ſecond edition was ſoon found neceſſary. 8555 

The minutes of the annual Minifters* Conference are only in part of a 
manuſcript journal, which we call congregation accounts, which took its 
beginning about the year 1739, and has been continued ever ſince. All 
our congregations are provided with a copy, and in many provinces there 
are aſſociations to have a copy. for themſelves, It is read publicly in 
all our chapels at ſtated times, and beſides by many privately ; ſo that we 
may affirm, that though it is not printed, it bas the moſt extenſive circula- 
lation of any journal exiſting, except perhaps your Evangelical Magazine, 
which it much reſembles; and it has beſides this fingularity, that it is re- 
gularly tranſlated into ſeveral i ie for inſtaace, into Engliſh, Its 

contents are the journals of our Miſſſons, the reports of our it:nerant la- 
bourers, remarkable occurrences in our Congregations, Obituaries, and 
public diſcourſes taken down in ſhort- hand. By means of this inſtitution, 
under the bleſſing of God, the Miſſionary ſpirit has been kept up among us, 
and we have not been under the neceſſity of giving up any Miſſion for want 
„( MED”, | | 

Since the year 1789, extracts out of this journal have been printed in 
Engliſh, under the fitle of Periodical accounts relating to the Brethren's 
Miſkons among the heathen; and we are glad to hear, that they have been 

inſtrumental to excite more fully your attention to this important object. 

Beſides this, our itinerant labours have been much affiſted by this journal; 

particularly by the diſcourſes, in furniſhing illiterate people with ſomethiag 
profitable to read in their meetings, inſtead. of preaching fermons of their 

_ own, for which they are not always qualified. 

As you defired to know, by what means we chiefly endeavour to promote 
Evangelical ſentiments, and we are perſuaded, that this manuſcript ;vurnal 
is one of our principal means, we believe that this accouut of it w. tut be 
difagreeable to you. We are delighted to find, that your. Evangelical
